| Panic-stricken People | ~ from 
Twenty-second Story. 


| Blaze i in Chicago's Towering Masonic Temple Strikes 
Terror to Hundreds of Occupants, Who Escape in 
Fourteen Elevators Shot Back and Forth Through the 
Blistering Flames and Suffocating Smoke.

HICAGO, Jan. 23.—Ftre broke out 

this afternoon in the Masonic Tem- 

‘ple, ‘a twenty-story skyscraper, one 
square east of the Iroquois Tater. 
Owing to the fact that upward of 4000 
people occupy the offices and stores in 
the giant structure, the fire caused great 
excitement. 

Great. crowds of spectators quickly 
surrounded the temple, being drawn 
from the fashionable shopping district 
of State street and adjoining thorough- 
fares. The sight of the m tic struc- 
ture through the clouds of smoke and 
flames was one long to be remembered. 

The series of clevators surrounding 
the rotunda n the cellar of the build- 
&-— continue.) to run while the smoke 
end flames iasued from the windows in 
the fourth story. where the fire origi- 


‘mated. The people were removed from 


the upper floors as rapidly as possible. 

Firemen were summoned by an alarm 
automatically sent in from the rooms 
in whieh the fire began. They quickly 
made connection with the statiorfary 
standpipe in the bullding. Immediately 


‘sons of water flooded the floors, Where 


the smoke and blaze was thickest. 
Occupants of the building had been 
werned by the suffocating clouds of 
emeke which rose through the many- 
eterted rotunda and penetrated eve 
eorsidor, and they jost no time in mak- 


‘tng for: the exits. 


ESCAPED BY ELEVATORS. 

Guards were stationed at each eleva- 
‘ter landing on évery floor and _ the 
panic-stricken people were hurried from 
the building.- 

The origin of the fire was in an ex- 
plosion of chemicals in an office on the 
fifth floor. The explosion was sufficient 
notice of danger to the occupants of 
the floors immediately above and below, 
Dut was unheard by hundreds of other 
pergons in the vast structure, who re- 


ceived their warning when, suddenly 


confronted with walis of dense smoke. 
followed the -explosion and 
Quickly spread to the floors above. 
Men and women rushed wildly for the 
steires and elevators. rapidly did 
the immense building fill with smoke 
that the firemen found it almost im- 
possible to work within the walls. In 


@ short time the fire was raging on 


three floors, containing many chemical 
“establishments and doctors’ offices. 
explosions were momentarily 
As at the Iroquois catastro- 
oes Fire Marshal Musham was soon 
on hand,-and he quickly warned his 
men of the danger. 
Shortly after the arrival of the en- 
gines, a ladder was raised at the south- 
West corner of the buliding and a fire- 


man ascended to the fifth floor, where

“The first duty of a sailor is to obey 
orders,” he shouted. “Go on with the 
examinations; the building is fire- 
proof.” 

The men obeyed. They remained at 
their desks, and while they did not at- 
tempt to answer the questions before 
them, they remained calm and cool un- 
til the fire was over and other tenants 
began flocking back to the building. 

I. Friedlander, brother of the head of 
the concern in whose premises the 
fire began, was in the counting room, 
checking uj, the day’s receipts, when 
an employé outed “‘fire.”” He made 
dash for the street, but he recalie 
that he had left $1000 in the draw 
Dampening a handkerchief, he placed 
it over his mouth and succeeded in re- 
turning and getting the money.

hen societies are organized in all the 
cities delegates will meet. in convention 
and elect trustees to conduct the busi- 
ness of the society. 

The embryonic organization | ‘in Chi- 
cago consists, of an advisory board of 
100 members. Its officers are John 
Lambert, president: Medill McCormick, 
vice-president; George Lytton, general 
secretary; George Dixon, financial sec- 
retary. Many prominent women figure 
on the advisory board. 

The first move of the new society will 
begto get land from the United States 
government. That is the crux of the 
scheme. The land under the operation 
of the Homestead Act can be secured at 
a nominal price by settlers remaining 

t for a brief term of years. 

‘aving the land, the society will 
make a selection from families of the 
slums and move such as give promise 
of success from the congested districts 
to new settlements. The society will 
locate the families wpon the land, ex- 
pecting the railways to give them free 
transportation. .The society will take 
care of the settlers until they can sup- 
port themselves, and, as the lands be- 
come productive, yearly payments by 
the settlers to the society witil be ex- 
pected until full settlement is made. 

The scheme is to be financed by the 
issuance of bonds against the lands se- 
cured by settlement. Millionaires are 
= to take the bonds in $50,000

The project does not differ .ip pur- 
pose from what other societies have 
attempted. The difference is one of 
scope.

SECRETARY OF, INTERIOR MAKES 
IMPORTANT DECISION. 


Detines Status of Mining Claims 
Upon Lands Withdrawn from En- 
try Under Provisions of Irrigation 
Act—Bona-fide Claimants Pro- 
tected. 


iBY DIRECT \VIRE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, 23.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.) The Secretary of the Inte- 
rior has made a decision defining the 
status of mining ciaims upon lands 
withdrawn for reservoir sites or perma- 
manent works under the trrigation law, 
which is of the utmost importance to 
locators in arid States. 

He holds that withdrawals made un- 
der authority of the act of June 17, 1992, 
of lands which in his Judgment are re- 
quire’ for irrigation worka contem- 
plated under the provisions of said act, 
have the force of legislative withdraw- 
als and are therefore effective to with- 
draw from other disposition all lands 
within the designated limits. 

The purpose to confer upon the Secre- 
tary of the Interior such power is fur- 
ther mantfested by the authority given 
him to withdraw from enfry, except 
under the homestead law (the only 
class of entry specially excepted,) and 
any public lands believed to be suscep- 
tibie to irrigation from such works, 
and directing that such ‘lands shall not 


stead law and in tracts of such area, 
as in his opinion may reasonably be re-. 
quired for the support of a family. 

In his opinion no right is vested in 
the locator of a mineral ciaim until 
finai proof has been submitted and the 
purchase money paid. Until such time, 
no right is acquired as againet the gov- 
ernment, which would deprive Congress 
of the power to dispose of the land, 

Unless the claimant to lands covered 
by such withdrawals had acquired a 
vested: interest in the land 80 as *to 
deprive Congress of the power of dis- 
position and contro] over the same, it 
will be subject to the operations of 
such withdrawals under the operations 
of theirrigation law. Thirty million 
acres of land belleved to be susceptible 
to irrigation have been temporarily 
withdrawn .by the Secretary, and local 
land officers have been directed, in case 
of tands withdrawn for irrigation 
works, such as reservoir sites, eic., to 
allow no entries of any kind whatever 
within the areas so withdrawn, until 
the withdraal shall have beén modified 
or revoked, ; 

In timber anil stone applications, 
where no payment for such lands has 
been made at the date of withdrawal, 
it is held no segregation has been ef- 
fected, no vested interest in the appli- 
cant accrued, and consequently the gov- 
ernment Withdrawals become operative 
upon stich applications and effect the 
withdrawal thereof so as to termi- 
nate the contingent right ef the appli- 
cant and devote the land to the ob- 
jects and purposes of the act under 
which the orders of withdrawal were 
made. 

The effect of this decision is to pro- 
tect the government from hold-ups by 
speculators. These speculators, by ap- 
pearing early in sections where with- 
drawals are made or contemplated, se- 
cure. locations on valuable. reservoir 
sites whitch they afterwards hold at ex- 
orbitant prices and thus delay or pre< 
vent the construction of irrigation 
works, It is the policy of the recla- 
mation service to welcome development 
of. znines ir the neighborhood of govern- 
ment works, and no obstacle will be 
placed in the,way of honest prospectors 
seeking to locate bona fide mineral 
claima within the areas withdrawn wn- 
der the Reclamation Act.

The'‘testimony in this case has been 
quite lengthy, and there is much con- 
flict in that testimony. It would he 
useless to attempt to harmonize the 
testimony as a whole or to reconcile 
the conflict appearing therein; but there 
is. running through the whole testi- 
mony, a vein of fact, estallished partiy 
by facts admitted on both sides to be 
true, parily by facts sustained by 
proof of so high a degree as to admit 
of but Ilitle, if any, doubt. and partly 
by proof of such high degree as to 
amount to demonstration, which is suf- 
ficient to enable the Court to arrive 
at a correct determination of the is- 
sues involved in this case. 

The Choissers, Joseph and Louis, 
were occupying room 63 in the’ Brox- 
brrn Hotel. This room faces Fifth 
Street and opens at the back onto a 
hall running parallel with Fifth street. 
This hall has been’ designated in the 
proceedings here as the Fifth-street 
hall. A short distance west of room 
€3 this hall meets another hall, which 
runs parallel with Hill street, which 
for convenience has been called the 
Hill-street hall 

The testimony shows that the three 
defendants are police officers of this 
city and that on the night of Decem- 
ber 17, shortly prier to the shooting, 
they were in a small room near rovin 
63 In the Broxburn Hotel. Their pur- 


Choisser, Joseph, for an offense a]- 
leged to have been committed in Iili- 
nois, and upon telegraphic information 
from the State of Illinois, 

The prosecution contends that the de- 
fendants should be held to answer. for 
the reasons: First, that the officers had 
no authority to arrest Joseph -Choisser 
for an offénse, even a felony, committed 
outside the State of California, without 
a warrant; second, that after ‘the kill- 
ing of Joseph Choisser tn room 63, Lou!s 
Chaisser, advancing westward down 
the Fifth-street hall and northerly 
along the Hill-street hall, was unarmed 
and was attacked and killed by the 
officers in @ manner wholly unwar- 
ranted. 

It will be necessary to review briefly 
what happened, first, in room.63. 

It appears that the officers, having 
ascertained that some one was in room 
63, advanced to the door of that room, 
and, whether or not they first knocked, 
does not satisfactorily appear; but that 
they partially opened the door of room 
68 and that one of the defendants 
(Hawley) at the same time said, “Px- 
cute us, gentlemen; we are officers.” 

At this point, and in considering the 
events which immediately followed, it 
must be borne In mind that the testi- 
mony develops that in the clothing of 
the Choissers were found two letters 
of recent date, addressed to Louis 
Choisser. Both of these letters are in 
the nature of a warning: One, dated 
December 11, 1903, containing the fol- 
lowing language: “Lou, I will tell you 
there ten’t over eight or ten knows 
what has happened, and we wiil make 
it all O. K. some day. We can pay the 
losers. Of course, you must be careful 
in writing, but we don’t think anybody 
is after you, but it is best to watch. 
You know that yourself;” the other, 
dated November 28, 1903, containing the 
following language: “Well, Lou, ev- 
erything is In a h—!! of a shape here. 
Kinsall & Skelton have got what stuff 
the old man left here and wil! sell it 
today if they can. Tell pa when you 
hear from him that he couldn't come 
back now if he wanted to, and to keep 
what money he has got and to get to 
some little out-of-the-way place for a 
while and don’t write for two or three 
weeks and to write to me and spell the 
name a littie wrong and mail it on the 
train. We don’t know how things will 
be yet, but don't think they can do any- 
thing. Kinsall is out about $2600 and 
Skelton about $1000. They have pro- 
tested against the checks. (Signed) 
Guy. C.” 

Aliso, in considering the occurrences 
in room 63, it Is necessary to bear in 
mind the testimony of t chamber 


maid at the Broxburn, Adele 
Milks, to the effect that she 
had, on many occasions during 


the stay of the Choissers at the Brox- 
burn Hotel, found pistols under the 
Chotssers’ pillows;.that these pistols 
she had, upon taking them from the 
bed, put In a valise on a Iittle table 
in the room, and that she saw the 
tw pistols in the room about 4 o'clock 
of the day of the l7th of December. 
The testimony of the defendants, 
Murphy and Cowen, shows that, upon 
the opening of the door by Hawley 
and his saying, “Excuse us, gentiemen, 
we are officers,” they observed a man, 
who, proved to be the elder Choisser, 
sitting on the bed, with his coat off; 
that at his left, lying on the bed, was

The witness Atkinson, who roomed 
in room 67, the second door from room 
testified to entering room 63 im- 
mediately after the first shooting, and 
finding the body of the elder Choisser 
im the closet, and help- 
ing the younger Choisser to lift the 
body and place it en the bed; also 
to finding two blood spots, one about 
the size of a quarter and one consid- 
erably smaller, on the floor of the 
closet, and a smear of bleod on the 
wail of the closet. Several other wit- 
nesses testified to seeing these blood 
spots. 

For the purpose of the determination 
of this case, I do not deem it of great 
importance whether the body of the 
elder Choisser fell on the floor and 
partiy into the closét, or whether he 
fel! onto the bed. The testimeny and 
the diagram of the room show that the 
Closet wus directly opposite the bed 
and just about the width of the door 
from the bed; so that it would appear 
thei, if, in the struggle with Hawley, 
the e'der Choisser had risen to ‘his 
feet, und that the instant he received 
the fatal wound he fell to the east- 
ward, he would probably fall partly 
within the closet; if he fell to the 
westward, he would fall upon the bed. 

The testimony shows that shortly af- 
ter the shooting In room 63 the 
younger Choisser (Louis) started from 
room 63, went west along the Fifth- 
street hall to the Hill-street hall and

gait. There are many witnesses for 


the prosecution who testify to having 
seen Louls Choisser after the shoot- 
ing in room 63, and up to the time 
of his entering the Hill-street hall, 
and all of them, except the witness 
Schneider, testify that at the times 
they saw him they did not see him 
ave any weapon.

Nearly ali of the wit- 
nesses for the prosecution testified that 
there were only three shots fired In the | 
hall. The officers were of the opinion | 
that there were five shots fired in the 
hall. The fact appears to be, and this 
apparently amounts to demonstration, 
that there were exactly four shots fired 
in the hall. Two of these were found 
in Louis Cholisser’s body, 
through his body and imbedded itseif 
in the woodwork near the door of room 
58, the room north of Clough's¢room, 
and one, the fourth, was found im- 
bedded in the door casing of Ciough’s 
room, room 59. 

Now we are in a position to determine 
definitely whether or not Louis Choisser 
Was armed as he went down the hail. 

The proof shows, and it is admitted, 
that the officers were using high-grade, 
modern ammunition; that the ammuni- 
tion found in the Choissers’ room and 
in the pistol testified by. defendant Mur- 
phy tq have been taken from Louis 
Choirs was of an inferior quality. 
The bullet fgund in the door of room 
63, the one found in the clothing of the 
elder Choisser, and the bullet found in 
the casing of the door of Clough’s room 
were analyzed. This analysis showed 
that the bullet taken from the door of 
room 63 and that taken from the casing 
of the door of _Clough’s room were 
identical in composition; whereas the 
bullet taken from the clothing of the 
elder Choisser was of a different com- 
position and corresponded to the am- 
munition used by the def@ndant, Co- 
wen. Further, the testfmony of the 
chambermaid showed that, for a con- 
siderable time and up to the afternoon 
of the day of the shooting, there had 
been two pistols in the Choissers’ 
room. One of these pistols, the proof 
shows, Was taken from the elder Chois- 
ser, in the struggle, by Officer Hawley. 
The defendant Murphy testifies that !m- 
mediately upon Louls Cholsser falling 
in the Hill-street hall, he went to hin 
and took from his hand or from under 
his hand a pistol, which he showed a 
few moments later to the witness, Rice. 
Rice also testifies to the fact of Murphy 
showing him two pistols at that time, 
one of whigh Murphy said was the 
younger *hoisser’s pistol and the 
other his own. No pistol was found in‘ 
room 63 after the shooting. There is no 
proof of any «disposition of the second 
pistol which belonged in the room 63, 
other than” the testimony of the de- 
fendants that it was taken from the 
person of young Choisser immediately 
after he fell. Further, the witness At- 
kinson testifies that, when he was in 
room 63, at the time he helped young 
Choisser lift the ‘body of the elder 
(hoisser onto the bed, the younger 
Chotsser raised or started to’ raise the 
shirt of the elder Choisser. This shirt 
was shown to have quite a large blood 
spot on it. There was a smear af blood 
on the wall of the closet. There is 
found to be a blood mark upon the out- 
side of and just above the right hip 
pocket of the young Choissers’ trousers. 
These facts, taken in connection with” 
the fact that the bullet found in -the- 
casing of Clough’s door was identical 
with that found tmbedded in the back 
of the door of room 63 and that these 
bullets were different in composition 
from the ammunition of anyone else 
who did any shooting there that night, 
are conclusive that the younger Chois- 
ser vot only had a pistol as he went 
down the hall, but that he fired a shot 
somewhere near the entrance to the 
Hill-street hall. 

Defendant Murphy testifies that, as 
Louls Choisser came around from the 
Fifth-street hall into the Hll-street 
hall, that he (Cholsser) fired at him 
(Murphy,) and that Murphy returned 
the fire. There were three bullets that 
entered the body of the younger Chois- 
ser; one from the front, entering the 
upper part of the breast and coming 
out at the back. This, as near as can

The calendar of Jus- 
tice Chambers was found to be the 
most conveniently arranged to get In 
this long examination. en 

Had the hearing been before either 
of the other two the result would have 
been the same. 

A CRISYs. 

Justice Pierce said yesterday: “I do 
not see how Justice Chambers could 
possibly have arrived at any othe: 
conclusion from that evidence. I think 
I read every word of i I Was very 
much interested in the case. : 

“Had the case been heard in my 
ccurt with the same evidence, I should 
not have hesitated a minute to dis- 
chetge the officers. 

“Ae I view the matter, they were 
there in the discharge of their duty aa 
officers. Even if they acted unwisely, 
that would not have been ground on 
which to have held them over, 

“They were at a crisis there. They 
had no time nor opportunity for delib- 
eration. Choisser did not give. them 
time. 

“I do not see how they could have 
been held for triel for manslaughter.” 

WAS WISE. 

Justice Austin said: “Of course, I. 
did not hear the testimony myself. 
However, I read the opinion of Justice 
Chambers. I thought it showed very 
careful preparation and was a wise 
decision. 

“Really, I fail to see how the case 
could have been decided in any other 
way. 

‘In .my opinion, the officers were not 
only bound tn self-defense, but in law, 
to act as they did. : 

“Suppose you take the view that they~ 
were there as officers In the further- 
ance of their duty, as every fact seems 
to have tended to show. Then Chois- 
ser gave them no chance to explain: 
that fact. 

“What was the first thing done? 

“Mr. Hawley, on opening the door, 
said, ‘Excuse us, gentlemen, we are of- 
ficers.’ 

“Before there wag a chance to ex- 
plain any further, the elderly Choisser 
gralvbed for the gun. 

“The first words said an the part of 
the Choissers were ‘Shoot them, Lou!’ 

“The. next thing done was the begin- 
ning of the attack by the firing by 
young Chois@er. 

“Assuming for the moment, that the 
detectives wefé there not as officers 
but as trespassers, the Choissers then 
had the right to order them from the 
room and if they failed to comply, -then 
to use such reasonable force as wag 
necessary to eject them—no more. 

“If the detectives were there as tres- 
passers it was, of course, their duty 
io leave the premises. If they were 
there as officers--and it is conclusively 
shown that they believed they were— 
it was their positive duty to have re- 
mained to make the arrest of both 
men, for they had seen a felony ac- 
tually committed in the firing by 
young Cholisser on the officers. 

“These are the facts that lead me to 
say that they were bound not only in 
self-defense but in law.” 


A GUN FIGHT. 


Attorney Carl Denio: “I think that 
Justice Chambers was in the right In 
discharging those detectives.

Freaks of Current on Seaside 
Transmission Line. 
Saline Deposits Interfere 
| _ With Operation. 


Insulation Studies ‘Attract 
Electrical Engineers. 


Freakish leaps of high-voltage cur- 
rents on the long-distance transmis- 
sion line between Santa Monica and 
Long Beach are attracting the atten- 
tion of electrical engineers, particu- 
larly of some of those visiting from 
the East. 

With its peculiar contour of moun- 
tains and valleys and with its lively 
mountain streams, Southern Califor- 
nia offers unusual opportunities in the 
way of studies of electrical long-dis- 
tance transmission. Such lines a few 
miles inland are operated generally un- 
der conditions much the same as those 
attending the long-distance lines of 
the intermountain and eastern terri- 
tory. Near the coast, however, there 
are different conditions which have 
proved of a good deal of interest to 
electrical engineers.

this company. The struggle of the First 
Ward citizens subsided and the builld- 
ing of the new road was begun. 
Although this work has been in prog- 
ress but a few weeks, the construction 
gatrfgs have made a remarkable show- 
ing, and considering the physical diffi- 
culties to be overcome this will be one 
of the most rapid pieces of construction 
work yet carried on in this vicinity. 
The new road will be a little over 
four miles in length, and _ wiil be 
é€ouble-tracked except at a short section 
across the Arroyo Seco at <Avenu”* 
Twenty. The route leaves Pasadena 
avenue at Avenue Twenty, just two 
blocks beyond the Buena Vista-street 
bridge across the Los Angeles River. 
It runs out westerly on Avenue Twenty, 
crossing the Arroyo Seco on this street, 
and thence onto Dayton avenue follow- 
ing this thoroughfare to the intersection 
of Marmion Way. From Marmion Way 
the road passes onto private right-of- 


way, skirting the hills just to the west 


of the Santa Fé railway. 

This private right-of-way extends for 

about 3600 feet, and it is in this terri- 
tory t the heavy work on the con-. 
struct occurs. Here are required 
long and deep fills across Glen Albya 
and Glen Mary, while there are two 
heavy cuts alorg the hillsides from 
which have been removed hundreds of 
carloads of earth. 
Leaving the private right of way the 
route passes onto Monte Vista street, 
which is graded, and on which the 
work can be pushed rapidly; and the 
line runs over this street to Avenue 
Sixty-one. 

At present thig is to be the terminus 
of the road. Eventually it will be ex- 
tended: but as to where the extension 
will end no statement is given out by 
the railway officials. The railway in- 
terests hold three different franchises 
through the Garvanza district, and it is 
possible for the new road to use any 
one of. these by way of a short st retch 
of the Pacific Electric Company's 


' Back af the Woodside tablelands, and 
against the Holly Hills the big eteam 
shovei is now at work, and it was ex- 
pected the first big cut through the hill- 
side would be completed last evening. 
About three days would be required to 
complete the opening up of this track- 
way, and with the completion of this 
work the heaviest of the construction 
difficulties will have been—overcome.

When the high-voltage 
transmission is employed the great 
ost of large-sized transmission wires 
is avoided, but the item of insulation 
grows more difficult and expensive as 
the voltage is increased. The difference 
between low-voltage and high-voltage 
currents is in a measure like that be- 
tween a well-domesticated cow accus- 


more or less contempt for fences. A 
low-voltage current, like that of a tel- 
egraph line, is as docile as the family 
horse. It will run all the way to Chi- 
cago and back rather than leap across 
an inch or two of air. The high-volt- 
age current, on the contrary, must be 
thoroughly confined else it will skip 
across rather than go around. 
CRUST OF THE FOG. 

On the seaside transmission line fogs 
have the effect of bridging over the 
fence, or insulation, and the untamed 
current files across and, in many ' In- 
stances, reaches the earth. These 
“bridges” are formed by deposits of 
saline matter on the insulators. Jn 
times of rain the transmission is as a 
rule not interrupted, but when the 
ocean fogs drift over the land and 
along the line the deposits of saline 
matter are rapid. In the course of a 
few foggy nights a considerable coat- 
ing of the saline matter is formed. The 
matter acts as a conductor of electric. 
ity and the current flashes over it. If 
the pole and cross arm be dry there fs 
no harm done, but if the pole and arm 
be damp the current escapes to the 
ground. A slight vollme of current es- 
caping interferes but little with trans- 
mission, but if the escaping quantity 
Le increased transmission is seriously 
interfered with. Where the current 
“grounds,” the pin holding the in- 
sulator is likely to be burned off and 
the released wire may burn off the

Two years ago boxes constructed so 
as to partially house in the insulators 
were placed along the line.

HIGHER VOLTAGE UP NORTH. 

Observers along the line have noted 
that a few of the eight-inch .glass in- 
sulators have been replaced by others 
of glass which are sixteen inches in 
diameter. Insulators of that size ap- 
pear to keep the current in check bet- 
ter than do the smaller ones. The Bay 
State Biectrical Company, which gets 
its power from Mt. Shasta, has a 
transmission line running down along 
the east side of San Francisco Bay, 
around the southerly end of the bay 
and‘into San Francisco. On that line 
a current of 60,000 volts, three times as 
high a voltage as that of the Santa 
Monica line, is carried, but the glass 
insulators used are all sixteen 
in diameter. 

Interruptions in the service at Long 
Beach, which have occasionally 0c- 
curred on account of the freakish leaps 
of the current on the transmission line, 
are one of the principal points which 
some of the citizens of that town are 
making in behalf of their campaign 
for the acquirement of a lighting plan 
owned by the municipality. , 

THE COMPANY’S STATEMENT. 

On the question of the city of Long 
Beach installing a lighting plant, a 
representative of the Edison Electric 
Company, which is lighting that city, 
said: 

“Our company has displaced the in- 
candescent street lights, which were 
originally installed under the manage- 
ment of one of the former companies, 
several years ago,’ by a, modern and 
up-to-date arc-light system. This was 
done at considerable expense, without 
any increase in the companys reve- 
nue. The company has also within the 
past year expended about $45,000 in the 
installation of an auxiliary generating 
plant, and the. extension of the  dis- 
tributing system. It has also placed 
orders for the further purpose of mak- 
ing betterments, involving a further 
expenditure of nearly $50,000, these or- 
ders being in .the hands of easterp 
manufacturers. The. intention of the 
company being, among other things, to 
connect the Long Beach system «with 
the several water powers of the Edi- 
son Electric Company, thereby insur- 
ing a more permanent and a larger 
supply of electric current and a better- 
ment of the conditions in every Way.

time as possibie. Dr. Rentoul also ex- 
presses the opinion that there should 
be no efforts to prevent the suicide of 
other persons than lunatics, his idea 
being that persons who commit suicide 
are, generally speaking, degenerates, 
physically or mentally, or both physi- 
cally and mentally. and that the world 
is Detter off without them. 

Dr. Rentoul is not himgelf a crank 
nor an irresponsible. On the contrary, 
he is one of the leading medical au- 
thorities in Great Britain. He was for- 
merly a member af the General Coun- 
ci} of Medical Education of Great Brit- 
ain, and is the author of several medi- 
cal works which are regarded as au- 
thoritative. The fact of his high stand- 
ing in the profession gives greatcr 
weight to his opinions than they would 
otherwise possess. “At the - present 
says Dr. Rentoul, “we are en- 
gaged in the apparently pleasant pas- 
time of manufacturing tunatics and 
others of this class. In our efforts to 
check suicide by protecting and von- 
trolling would-be destroyers, in permit- 
ting many to beget a tainted offspring, 
in spending immense sums of ‘money 
upon thé up-keep of the unfit, do we 
not in reality actively support the sur- 
vival of the unfit?’ The dectors says. 
turther: 

“Think how nature would the 
number of lunatics to the smallest pro- 
portion were she not so persistently 
thwarted! Among a very large portion 
of the insane there is a marked sul- 
cidal tendency—some call it a ‘mania.’ 

“We do all in our power to prevent 
suicide. Years ago suicides were buried 
at the public crossroads, a stake being 
driven through the body. Fortunately 
this hes not acted ag a deterrent. To- 
day we build paiatial residences, and 
appoint fmmense staffs to protect lu- 
natics from their mental impulses. 
Again, our lature attempts to 
make the obtaining* of poisons as difi- 
cult as possfble. 

“Yet although thousands of pounds 
are expended yearly upon the care of 
lunatics, nature's method—that -of sul- 


a | on, as it must and will 
on. ot only so, but, f ‘ 
increases.”’ 


As a further basis for his extremely 
radical views, Dr. Rentoul quotes sta- 
tistics to show that the physical stan- 
dard of the British race is degenerat-j 
ing. He shows that in England and 
Wales “one person in every 301 is an 
officially notified hinatic, while in Scot- 
land and Ireland the percentage is 
slightly higher, one in 247 amd one in 206 
being the respective numbers. The 
records show that in 1901 nearly a 
fourth of those who applied for army 
enlistment were rejected as physically 
unfit, and more than a thousand more 
were discharged for this reason within 
three months after their enrollment.” 
These figures are certainly calculated 
to set people to thinking. They seem 
to bear out the claim that the British 
race is ing, for some reason 
or other. It is to be regretted that 
vital statistics bearing on these ques- 
tions are not more generally collected 
in all civilised countries, as the deduc- 
tions which might be made them, 
if the statistics were reasonably com- 
plete, would be of the greatest value 
and interest. It is probable that more 
attention wilj be paid in the future to 
the collection of statistics of this class. 
While few persons will be able to agree 
with the savage suggestions advanced 
by this English doctor, few will fail to 
recognize the fact that there is a ba- 
sis af truth, and a very solid basis, in 
his contentions.

A dispatch fron Tacoma announces 
that the prune growers: of Southern 
Washington have prunes worth nearly 
$2,000,000, constituting the greater part 
of jast year’s crop, tied up in ware- 
houses and dryers. Producers are con- 
sidering the advisability of inaugurat- 
ing an extensive advertising campaign 
regarding the use of prunes through- 


Nia growers several years ago. The 
present situation in the prune market 
is discouraging ani many growers 
have conte to the conclusion that the 
crop is unprofitable. Prices are so low 
that sales are not being made except 
in rare cases. Last year’s «<rop wa‘ 
excellent in quality, and the slackness 
in the demand vannot be accounted 
for. 

This is the kind of story that we get, 
far too frequently, from the producing | ' 
sections of the Pacific Coast, where 
they raise things for the market. Ons 
time it is prunes, another time raisins, 
then Jemons, or peaches, or apricots, or 
some other product that growers have 
to sacrifice, or feed to hogs, or allow to 
rot. Yet, at the same time, there are 
thousands and thousands of families 
throughout the country who cannot af- 
ford to indulge regularly in this same 
product. 

This is a weak point in our economical 
system, which should not be tolerated 
in a practical age like this, when mil- 
lions of dollars are spent to make the 
saving of a small per cent. in the cost 
of manufacturing an article, or placing 
it in the hands of the consumer. The 
trouble is that there are too -cnany 
profits and percentages’ between the 
grower and the consumer—profits for 
the jobbers, and the wholesaler, and re- 
tailer, and commissions for the mer-, 
chandise broker, not to forget a good 
big slice for the transportation 
companies. If these expenses could be 
cut down two-thirds, one of the thirds

NCLE SAM MAY 
PLANT GARDENS. 


PUBLIC-SPIRITEO CITIZENS WILL 
ASK USE OF GRIFFITH PARK. 


Most Ideal Spot on Pacific Coast 
for Exotic Gardens Such as the 
Gevernment Wishes to Establish 
Somewhere in Californie—Munici- 
pal Art Commission Interested. 


If the efforts of public-spirited dciti- 
zens van bring it about, the United 
States government will establish its 
tree-planting station and exotic gardens 
near Los Angeles. This statijow would 
be a great attraction to tourists as 
there is ‘now nothing of the kind in 
California. The government intends to 
gather rare trees and plants from all 
over the world and propagate them in 
a big garden to be located somewhere 
in the State. Chico, Riverside and 
Sante Ana are. bending every effort to 
secure the gardens, but powerful in- 
fluences at Washington are working for 
Los Angeles. 

Tomorrow the Council will be asked 
to tender to the Agricultural Depart- 
ment the use of the entire 3015 acres in 
Griffith Park or any part thereof that 
may be desired for the purpose. About 
three years ago a resolution of simi- 
lar import was pas through the 
Council, but at that time the vern- 
‘nent gave up the plan to establish the 
tree station. 

It is urged in favor of Griffith Park 
that it has hills and vales, a wide ran 
of exposure and soll adapted to the 
cultivation of nearly every kind of plant 
and tree life known to science. With 
the construction of the electric line to 
Glendale a ready means of reaching the 
park from the city will be afforded an4 
the thousands of tourists who annually 
come to Los Angeles can easily view 
the rare collection. IA will doubtless 
be many years before the city can af- 
ford to expend the money necessary to 
properly improve the park and citizens 
who have taken an active interest in 


for the city and the government if the 
plant station is located in Griffith Park. 

Henry W. O'Melveny, chairman of the 
Civil Service Commission, has taken a 
very lively interest in the movement to 
get the exotk station located in Grif- 
fith Park and he has been ably as- 
sisted by E. F. C. Kiokke, chairman of 
the Municipal Art Commissions J. B 
Lippincott of the Hydrographic Survey 
ig now in Washington and has taken 
up the question with Secretary Wilson 
of the Department of culture avd 
with the heads of the tree-p!anting and 
exotic bureaus which are directly con- 
cerned in the location of the station 
Everything that the department ask« 
in the .way of facilities it will be the 
aim of the citizens to supply. The 
Griffith Park site is objected to by the 
government experts on two grounds: 
one, that its distance from a railroad 
makes shipping difficult, and the other 
that there is a scarcity of water. The 
citizens will try to show the govern- 
Ment agents that the advantages of the 
Griffith .Park site for outweigh these 
disadvantages which reed only be tem- 
porary. Griffith Park is largely free 
from frost and therefore adapted to the 
growth of tropical and semi-tropical 
Pianis that would not flourish in other 
locations now. under consideration. 

The Chamber of Commerce has’ been 
working for the exotic station for many 
months and recently the work was 
delegated to the Municipal Art Commis- 
sion which has entered enthusiastically 
wpon the work of encouraging tree- 
Planting in the city. The Park and 
Outdoor Art Section of the Civic Leagru« 
under the direction of Mrs. Willoughby 
Rodman has also evinced a warm in- 
terest in the project. 

There is scarcely a doubt that the 
Counci! will offer the government the 
use of the park and it is hoped that 
with the tree station and the exotic gar- 
den wil' come the band of 100 elk now 
on the Miller & Lux ranch in Central 
California. The government has been 
offered a range for these elk in Griffith 
Park and if the entire acreage {fs 
turned over to the Department of Ag- 
Ticulture it would be very natural for 
the government to quarter this fine 
hand of the western wapiti in its big 
semi-tropical garden. 


TRANSFERS. 

CITY ATTORNEY’S VIEWS. 
City Attorney Mathews has been 
asked by the Council] to give an opin- 
fon regarding the right of the Pacific 
Electric Ratiroad Company to operate 
cars over the East Ninth-street line 
and at the same time refuse to grant 
transfers to the line of the Los Ange- 
lee Railway Company. The City Attor- 
ney hes been studying the transfer 
problem for some time, and but for the 
absence of Councilman Nofziger 
the city tomorrow, it is probable his 
would go before that body. Offi- 
clal courtesy to the chairman of th~ 
commiitee which is holding the hear- 
ing demands delay, however, and the 
opinion will not be presented to the 
Board of Public Works until Friday 
afterncon. | 

Pending the submission of his find- 
ing to the board the City Attorney will 
not state for publication his views re- 
arding the Ninth-street _ transfer 
ght, but those who remember his 


have drawn some very shrewd 
clusions. 

It will be remembered 
adena cars were then operated over: 
Spring street and for distance vf 
over five blocks ran over the franchise | 
route of the Los Angeles. Ratlway 
Company. Transfers from ihe Pasa- 
dena line to the lines of the Los Ange- 
les Raijway Company were refused ane | 
the Garvanga citizens retained an at- | 
torney to prése the case against the. 
company. The company retuliated by | 
threatening to stop the Pasadena cars | 
at the Plaza. The dispute was submit- | 
ted to Atty.-Gen. Ford, but he refused | 
tu act unless the City Council would | 
pass suitable resolutions. This the. 
Councitimen refused to do, contenting 
themselves with the adoption of a 
high-sounding resolution which very 
tamely “requested” the companies to 
exchange transfers. 

Somewhat analogous conditions ex- 
ist today. It is stated by city officials 
that street cara are operated over a 
large number of blocks in the city 
purely by sufferance, and without the 
vestige of a franchise right. The po- 
sition, therefore, taken by the officials 
for the railway companies and by the 
City Attorney in the fermer contro- 
versy is a very fair index of their 
relative stands today. 

On April 2, 1901, the City Attorney 
advised the Board of Public Works as 
foliows: 

“In reply @& your inquiry whether the 

peration of cars of the Los Angeles 

allway Compathy and the Los Ange- 
lee and Pasadena Railway Company 
over the same tracks along Spring and 
Main streets imposes any lega! obliga- 
tion on each or either company to give 
or take transfers to or from the lines 
of the other, I beg to say that the law 
does not permit the Ose of the same 
track or strect for more than five con- 
secutive blocks by two lines of street 
railway operated under different man- 
agement. and since it appears that the 
two companies referred to are running 
cars over the same track for more than 
five consecutive Diocks alo Spring 
and Main streets they are Violating the 
law unless they are under one manege- 
ment... If there is an identity of man 
agemept. or ownership of these two 
roads, then, as I have already whm- 
formed your honorable body in a for- 
mer opinion, the passengers on each 
line are entitied to all the privileges 
of passengers on the other, including 
transfers. 
“In other words, the companies are 
either making an unlawful use of the 
portions of the street mentioned orf 
they are denying to passengers privi- 
leges to which they are entitled.” 
Shortly after this opinion was given 
the board a letter was sent to the 
Council over the signature of W. H. 
Smith, then manager of the Pasadena 
line, stating the position of the_rail- 
way companies. The letter was care- 
fully prepared by the attorneys for the 
railway company and stated in effect 
there was no identity. of management 
of the two companies, that the stock- 
holders wer® not the same and that it 
was impossible to arrange any e€X- 
change of transfers. 

This letter was sent to City Attor- 
ney Mathews and “he advised tne 
Council on the foilowing Monday in an 
opinion, ending as follows: 

“T beg to suggest that if the Council 
is disposed to accept the statement of 
Manager Smith as conclusive upon this 
subject, it would be proper for the 
Council to authorize me to institute 
suit to enjoin further unlawful use of 
the streets by the comparrfes in ques- 
tion.” 

This report was referred to the 
Board of Public Works and the fol- 
lewing June the board reported as fol- 
lows: 

“This committee has been handi- 
capped in the investigation into the 
rights of petitioners from the fact that 
we are not vested bg pone Bonn power to 
subpoena and swear witnesses. 

“We have endeavored to. obtain all 
the facts possible and have given 4 
full hearing to all sides with a view 
to informing ourselves fully as to the 
relations that exist between said above- 
named corporations; and after a care- 
ful consideration of all the facts elic- 
ited we find many facts and circum- 
stances that point to the conclusion 
that the above-named companies are 
operated under one management, ¢5- 

fally, when coupled with the pre- 
sumption that the law is observed in 
all cases until the contrgry is shown. 
If this conclusion is correct, then, the

demanded in their petition and we 
therefore recommend that said compa- 
nies be requested to issue the same. 

This charming invitation to issue 
transfers was politely declined by the 
companies, and after the Aitorney- 
General refused to interfere thc trans- 
fer question was dropped inti] it was 
revived by the action of the Los An- 
geles Railway .Company in trans- 
ferring the East Ninth-street line to 
the Pacific Electric Railway Company. 

It is very probable that the City At 
torney’ will find thére is an identity ot 
management between the Los Angeles 
Railway and the Pacific Electric Rail- 
way companies, and that there is a 
question about the right of the Pacific 
Electric Railway Company, a railroad 
corporation, to operate street cars un- 
der a street-railway franchise. 


FEAR FIRES. : 
MUST HAVE STANDPIPE?S. 

The Fire Commission directed Chief 
Strohm yesterday morning to make an 
immediate investigation of all the large 
blocks recently erected, and require the 
owners to equip them with standpipes 
and fire escapes. It was stated that in 
some particulars the Angelus Hotel 
building, the Trust Company's building, 
and the Heliman building at Fourth 
and Spring streets are not equipped 
with pipes and fire éscapes in conform- 
ity withthe building ordinance. Other 
large fireproof buildings in the city 
have not been constructed strictly ac- 
cording to the ordinance, it is alleged. 
Building Superintendent Krause said 
yesterday afternoon that the buiidings 
are equipped with standpipes on the 
inside of the walls. It is probable that 
architects will) appear before the Fire 
Commission next Saturday and make 
explanations regarding the infraction of 
the bullding laws. 

In recognition of the excellent serv- 
ices of the fire department at the fire on 
Jackson street last Wednesday the Los 
Angeles Lighting Company, which owns 
the hay barnes, sent to Chief Strohm a 
check for $100 to be paid into the fire- 
men’s relief fund.

Bonds Have Been Defeated Three 
Times, and Now a Last Attempt is 
Being Made to Reconcile the Two 
Factions. 


The trouble that has been brewing in 
the Cahuenga School District for a 
long time past has reached an acute 
Stage, and just what will be the out- 
come residents are not venturing to pre- 
dict. Whether matters wil] end in the 
courts, or whether the last appeal that 
is now being made tuo everyone to drop 
personal feeling and lIjne up to relieve 
the strained conditions will be effective, 
is altogether uncertain. 

For years past the residents east and 
west of Vermont avenue have formed 
two camps—scholastic, of course. The 
people on the eust side wanted to have 
a schoolhouse of their own, and when 
the term was about to open last “fall 
they discovered that they had a“two- 
room schoolhouse, with children suffi- 
elent to fill four rooms, and with four 
teachers engaged to teach. Without 
delay they started in to build a two- 
room shack east of Vermont avenue 
near Melrose street, and that has served 
for the. two additional rooms. There 
are 180 whildren attending schoo] in the 
district. 4 

This state of affairs set the residents 
to agitating for better school facilities 
Up to date three ‘bond elections have 
been held and in each instance the 
bonds have been defeated. The demand 
for improvement jis not opposed, 
it is merely the antagonism existing 
between the east und west sections of 
the school district that has caused the 


resylt. 

While such feeling is most unfortu- 
nate, the very circdmstances of the 
case tend to foster ft. Most of the 


school children live east of Vermont av- 
enue, While most of the taxable prop- 
erty lies to the west. At the present 
time @ vensus {ts being taken by the 
Board ot Trustees of the Cahuenga 
Schoo] District, for the purpose of de- 
termining whether there are 300 school 
children in the district. If this question 
should be determined in the affirma- 
tive an attempt will be made to have 
the school district divided, with Ver- 
mont avenue as the line. Even then 
the children will be on one side of the 
fence and the money to keep things go- 
ing on the other. However, the people 
with lots of children and no money are 
not worrying, for they believe that the 
money difficulty can be surmounted 
whilé the present dead-lock is insup- 
portable. On the other hand, the peo- 
ple with few children and lots of tax- 
able property are just keeping quiet, 
and are saying nothing. 

A petition is now being circulated 
asking that the trustees aid in making 
a last ¢ffort to adjust things by calling 
another bond election, and a _ goodly 
number of the residents are in favor of 
calling &a.mass meeting of the residents 
in the district. The purpose of this 
meeting is io locate three sites for 
schoolhouses by agreement, and then 
everyone can turn out at the elec- 
tion and vote for the bonds without 
feeling stirred to any renewed antag- 
onism. 

It is contended, tod that the difficul- 
ties that have taken such an acceniu- 
ated form have entered into the question 
of annexation to the city. A nucnber 
of the people are now opposed to any 
such proposition until the school mat- 
ter is settled, and for the reason that 
if they should come into the city before 
any such happy conclusion the city 
could not furnish the required schoo! 
facilities for at least two years. 


NEW SCHOOL BOOKS. 
CHANGE MADE IN THE READERS. 

The County Board of Education yes- 
terday adopted two sets of supplemen- 
tary readers. 
the Jones readers, and are to be used 
as supplementary to the work being. 
carried ou in the county schools.

UILDING WAGE 
SLUMP LIKELY. 


CARPENTERS, BRICKLAYERS AND 
PLASTERERS AFFECTED. 


Supply of Werkmen Growing Out 
ef Proportion to Demand—Over 
One Hundred Geod Average Car- 

_ penters Said to be Working at Re- 
duced Rate. 


Wages in several of the local building 
trades are being difected by changes in 
the proportions of supply and demand, 


the inexorable elements controlling the 
market 


: For a long’ time the wage of carpen- 
Because of 


pay that uniform price for men not 
relatively worth more than §2 or 32.50 


per day, as compared with skilled and 
thoroughly competent workmen. Lately 
the coming of many workmen from the. 
East has increased the supply out of 
proportion to*the demand. There are 
said to be at least 100 good average 
carpenters now working in Los Angeles 
for $3 per day, many of that number 
being union men. 

Instead of the builders and contract- 
ors seeking men as was the case a few 
months ago, the men are in many in- 
stances seeking employment. Accord- 
ing to statements of a numper of well- 
posted contractors there may soon. be 
a considerable slump in carpenters’ 
wages. It is more than likely that the 


arbitrary top-notch price for all car- 


penters, good, bad and indifferent, will 
be replaced by a scale by which the 
highest wages will be paid only to the 
best men, and inferior workmen will be 
paid in proportion to their efficiency. 

At a recent meeting of the carpen- 
ters’ union an effort was made to have 
the men assessed $1 for a fund to pay 
the expenses of canvassers to travel 
through the East and warn workmen 

nst coming to California. Mem- 
bers generally objected to paying the 
dollar, and the scheme was abandoned. 

Recent eastern arrivals in the local 
bricklayers’ unjen sought to arbitrarily 


raise the wage from $6 to $6 per day in 


the face of the fact that over 300 brick- 
layers in the union with only 150 of 
them employed, and over eighty of the 
150 employed by one man, Carl Leon- 
ardt. The local men in the union were 
wise enough to see that such an at- 
tempt to force wages skyward would 
be disastrous, and it was voted not to 
demand the increase. 

Some of the plasterers have attempted 
to raise the price of their labor from $5 
to $6 per day, but most of them, real- 
izing that such an increase--weould re- 
sult in bringing a lot of plasterers from 
the East, brought about the abandon- 
ment of the idea. 

Bricklayers in Chicago are getting 
only $4 per day of eight hours—the same 
length of day as in the building trades 
in Los Angeles—and are getting that 
only in the height of the season. Dur- 
ing a considerable part of the year they 
have no work there because of weather 
conditions.

EASTERN QUESTION IN SHADE. 


Assembling of Government Confer- 
ences to Elaborate New Russian 
Peasant Laws Ordered. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 
ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 23.—(By 
Atlantic Cable.}] The imperial ukase 
ordering the assembling of govern- 
ment conferences under the presidency 
of the governors of the various prov- 
inces, where the rural authorities 
hold office and in the governments of 
Kieff, Volhynia and Padolia, in order 
to elaborate the new peasant laws, 
monopolizes attention here, relegating 
the Far Eastern crisis to secondary 
place. The press enthusiastically 
hails the property reforms which are 
based on the manifesto of March 11, 
1903, the newspapers reiterating that 
this Is the greatest step for the bet- 
terment of the conditions of the peas- 
antry since the emancipation of the 
serfs. The ukase is welcomed by the 
Liberals, although the Notosti re- 
marks that it is a pity that the peag- 
ants themselves are not empowered 

specifically to select 

The drafting commit proposes 
that the laws shall be ow by the 
following aims: 

First, to harmonize the existing peas- 
ant. legislation; second, to reorganize 
the forces in order to expedite the set- 
tlement of village disputes; third, to 
define individual rights regarding com- 
munal lands; fourth, to discover 
means for stimulating individual en- 
terprise and the adoption of modern 
methods; fifth. to settle disputes be- 
tween the peasants and neighboring 
land owners; and sixth, to institute 
in the peasants respect for the laws 
and rights of property. 

The new laws will only be applica- 
ble to the provinces of European Rus- 
sia, where reliable statistics and data 
are available, without which the draft- 
ing committee declines to undertake 
the task.

trade with them. The managers of 
the works thought such association 
not good for the boys, and issued an 
order prohibiting any employé from 
going out of the works during the 
afternoon recess, except on permission. 
The blowers were told the reason for 
the or@er, and were also notified that 
they would be given the required per- 
mission, but the apprentices could not 
go-with them. 
The proud blood of the glass blowers 
rebelled at this infringement of their ac- 
tions, and they decided that they would 
not ask any man’s permission as to 
whether they would go out or not. The 
result was that the glass blowers 
struck and the fires of the works have 
been banked, and all the other em- 
ployés of the place are idle. There is 
no question of wage or hours in this 
strike. The hundreds of workmen, 
with the exception of the sixteen glass 
blowers, have no grievance of any 
sort, and are perfectly satisfied with 
the way things have been run at the 
works, but with the usual lack of 
thought for their fellow-workmen, 
these sixteen, through pure selfishness, 
have brought distress upon the other 
union men employed with them. 
There ts one peculiarity about this 
strike that impresses the outsider, and 
that is that the hundreds of idle 
workmen do not blame the sixteen, but 
are doing all their growling at the 
managers of the works. Among all the 
idle hands there is not a hard word 
for the selfish sixteen. Every man who 
is questioned denounces the employers 
for their action in curtailing the 
“rights” of the glass blowers, by re- 
fusing permission for the debauching 
of the apprentices. In this contention 
they are upheld by the Labor Council 
and its intemperate l*aders. 

UNIONS AND JAPS. 
One of the loudest howls of the un- 
icnists on the Pacific Coast is the ex- 
clusion of Japanese and Chinese. There 
is not a meeting but it is sure to be 
heard. Employers who have Chinese 
or Japanese workmen are denounced 
in @nmeasured terms, and during elec- 
tion’ times nothing is more quickly ex- 
ploited than the fact that some can- 
didate has a Chinese, of Jap servant, 
or patronizes a Chinese laundry. 
It would naturally follow that the 
members of labor unions would do all 
in their power to divert trade from 
Chinese laundries, or from cheap Jap- 
anese stores. Such, however, would 
be too much to ask of the members 
of the unions. With all the constant 
cry for the union label, and against 
cheap labor, the best patrons of Chi- 
nese laundries, and of cheap Japanese 
and Chinese stores in San Francisco, 
are the members of labor unions and 
their wives. 

All along Eddy, Ellis and Turk 
streets can be found these gtores where 
cheap underwear and cheap dresses are 
sold by Japanese ang Chinese, and 
if one will take the trouble to watch 
these places on Saturday evenings, 
they will find them crowded with the 
wives of laboring men. Women who 
seek out the places where thelr money 
will go the farthest. According to the 
proprietor of one of these places their 
entire trade comes from the class of 
people who must belong to labor un-

San Francisto. 
AS it is with the stores, so it is with 
the Chinese laundries. It has long 


been a question how so many Chinese 
laundries managed to exist in San 
Francisco, when there was such bitter 
opposition to them on the part of the 
labor unions. This question is solved 
by ‘an investigation of the character of 
? clothing most in evidence in the dry- 
ing yards of the laundries. 


UNIONS AND BOYCOTTED STORES. 
This naturally brings up another 


| subject in relation to the inconsist- 


ency of the members of labor unions. 
Whenever there is a grievance, of the 
slightest sort, and sometimes ‘when 
there is no grievance, against any 
business man, some labor union at 
once levies a boycott. The matter is 
taken to the Labor Council and that 
organized band of thugs “indorses” 
the boycott. Pickets are: placed in 
front of the outlawed store and all 
prospective customers are called upon 
to stay out and not patronize the un- 
fair house. 

The rule is that this “unfair” house 
is. one which comes nearer to selling 
goods at their proper price than those 
other stores which have to increase 
prices in order to meet the demands of 
the unions. There ts no person quick- 
er to find out where he can get cheap 
goods than the average union man. 
Nor is there anyone quicker to take 
advantage of a cheap store. If there 
is a boycott on the place that makes 
no difference with him. It is cheap 
goods he 1s after, and little he cares 
whether he is injuring a brother union- 
ist when he is getting it. All he cares 
for is the individual pocket belonging 
to himself. 

There is a boycott on the Golden 
Gate Cloak and Suit House, by the 
Cloakmakers’ Union, which boycott is 
indorsed .by the Labor Cvouncil. Two- 
Faced Wisler, who tells the public one 
thing and talks. in prfvate another 
way, sent a circular broadcast over 
the city, calling on everybody to stay 
from the boycotted suit house. But for 
all this the unionists do not stay away. 
They ask others to avoid the place, 
put they know that they can get cheap 
goods there and they liberally patron- 
ize the place. 

There is a double reason for this. 
The prime reason is because they can 
get cheap goods, but’ the secondary 
reason is because the members of the 
Labor Council &nd its effiliated unions 
are not in sympathy with the Russians 
who constitute the Cloak Makers’ Un- 
jon. 

When asked regarding the injury in- 
filicted on him by the boycott, the 
manager of the Golden Gate Cloak and 
Suit House said that he bad never 
done better business since he had been 
in the city. He said that instead of 
injuring him the boycott had brought 
him many customers. 


SHOWED UNION CARDS. 
“Why,” said he, “hundreds of men 
have ¢ome in here with their wives to 
buy goods of me, and when they 
talleed with my clerks they showed 


not think the men who were boycot- 
ting the place ought to be encour- 


A glance around the place gave evi- 
dence of the truth of his assertion, 
for while the store was well filled with 
customers, it could be seen that all of 
them were women who undoubtedly be- 
longed to workingmen’s families. They 
paid no heed to the loud-voiced, beard- 
ed, ignorant foreigners in front of the 
place, but passed in and out as if no 
such thing as a boycott had ever been 
indorsed by the Labor Council. 

' By the way, one of the amusing 
things about this boycott was the way 
in which one of the pickets emitted 
his cry.. No one could tell what he 
was , and finally a passer-by 
let his curiosity get the better of him, 


their union cards, and said they did 


and he asked the man what he was 
saying. The howler shook his head, in 
w dull,. incomprehensive manner. In- 
sistence on the part of the inquirer 
brought from the depths of the man’s 
pocket a slip of paper on which was 
written, “Boycott this place. It is an 
unfair house.” 

The man had been drilled until he 
thought he was repeating the words, 
the meaning of which was complete- 
ly beyond his comprehension. 

But a short distance from the store 
just mentioned is the Owl Drug Store, 
which is under boycott @ecause the 
labor unions have a spite against the 
Los Angeles Times. This store is 
crowded from morning to late in the 
evening. Hundreds of citizens of San 
Francisco go blocks out of their way 
in order to patronize the store. of 
this number many belong to labor un- 
fons and make no secret of it. They 
say they can get their goods there 
much. cheaper than anywhere else. 
STRONG CASE IN POINT. , 
— One of the strongest evidences 
that members unions pay 
no attention to 
they interfere with thelr de 

~ ewe in the instance of the boycott 
of a bakery in Oakland. The propri- 
etor of the place put a bread-mixing 
machine in his bakery and the result 
was a strike and boycott on the part 
of his bakers. This boycott was ‘waged 
against the baker. and also against 
every store which sold his bread. 

One of the stores selling this bread 
is run by ex-CounctIman Wixon, and 
he found a loud-mouthed picket in 
front ef his place the other day, call- 
ing out that the store was unfair. 
Wixon went out with a pick-handle, 
and a sorely bruised labor-union pitket 
soon wended his way to the Receiving 
Hospital, and thence to the Police Sta- 
tion, where he swore to a warrant 
against Wixon. When the triaf came 
on Wixon admitted’ the assault but 
pleaded extenuating circumstances, and 
in his defense told why he sold the 
bread of the boycotted bakery. The 
explanation was simple. Wixon’s cus- 
tomers are principally families of la- 
bor-union men, and these people de- 
manded the bread of the boycotted 
bakery. He felt that so long as labor- 
union people wanted the bread, he had 
the right to supply it to them... 

That the union leaders retognize this 
fact goes without, saying. They, 25 
well as the undePlings, patronize the 
cheap place, smoke Chinese-made ci- 
gars, and pay no attention to their 
own boycotts. One of the reasons 
for the use of a camere in front of 
pose of catching a poss un .

LABOR AND THE LAW. 

Judge Hunt of the Superior Court 
has laid down the law relative to 
strikes and boycotts so plainly that it 
would seem that hereafter if a man 
suffer from either tt will be his own 
fault? The judge starts with the idea 

t there are legal and illegal strikes, 
and then ds the imitations of 
each. The &ub of his instructions to 
the jury in the case in point, how~- 
ever, is in the unéquivocal statement 
that when a boycott is levied by «a 
labor union or by the Labor Council, 
the party against whom such boycott 
jis levied has his redress in. a suit for 
damages against the offending union 
er council, and the union and council 
also are liable under the criminal law 
for conspiracy to do injury. 

The case in which these instructions 
were given was the damage suit of 
a man named McCarthy against the 
Horse Shoers’ Association and the 
Journeymen Horse Shoers’ Union for 
damages for injuring his business by 
a boycott. That the jury sympathized 
with Judge Hunt is shown by the fact 
that the entire twelve agreed on the 
fact that McCarthy was entitled to 
damages, but di as to the 
amount. The suit was brought for 
$100,000 and the decisions of the jury- 
men ranged from $10,000 to $40,000. 
They were unable to come to an agree- 
ment and were discharged, leaving the 
case open for retrial. 

The matter of damages in thi¢ case 
is unessent 
concerned. Judge Hunt, than whom 
there is not a more widely-respected 
jurist In the State, shows that boy- 
cotts, intimidations, coercions and all 
the concomitant parts of a labor war 
on an individual, are criminal. Not 
only are they criminal, but every man 
so injured by the use of these labor 
weapons has the right to pecuniary 
damages from the union as a whole. 

Whether the business men who are 
suffering boycott at present feel that 
they are damaged by the boycotts is 
a question. It would be a difficult 
matter for the Owl drug store, for 
instance, to show that the boycott had 
damaged its business. What it could 
dv, however, would be to show that the 
strike and boycott were instituted 
by a band of conspirators who were 
amenable to the criminal law of the 
State, 

AN OBLIGING “SCAB.” 

A labor leader's affidavit. so absurd 
that.it caused even a staid)judge of 
the United States Court to laugh when 
it was read, was one of the mdin fea- 
tures of the case of the Royal Con- 
solidated Mining Company's suit 
against the Miners’ Union. One of the 
affidavits for the prosecution was that 
of Charles Wilson, who testified that 
he had been forcibly taken from the 
mills of the company, driven through 
the streets of the town with sticks 
and stones, taken down to the river 
and forced to go into the water, and 
under it, and was then warned to leave 
the place and never return. In the 
affidavit he named George Meehan as 
the leader of the mob which inflicted 
the indignities upon him, and stated 
that Meehan was the man who forced 
his head under the water. 

Meehan, who is the business agent 
of the Miners’ Union, made affidavit 
to the conditions attending Wilson's 
departure from the mines. Meehan 
says that Wilson went to him and told 
him how sorry he was that he was a 
¥ b.”” and expressed a desire to do

For 
great many years both men play:

excellence with which they could 
turn the Indian language into Eng- 
lish, and both were strong with the 
Indians, who had confidence in them 
and trusted them implicitly. Louis 
Primeau was the son of Charles Pri- 
meau, a French-Canadian, who was 
noted in the West as the first white 
man to go into what is now the State 


of South Dakota to engage in trad- |: 


ing. Primeau did important service 
to the government in the Sioux up- 
rising of eleven years ago. It was 
mainly through his influence that the 
rebellion was confined to Sitting 
Bull's followers. For many months, 
during the Red Messiah craze, when 
the Sioux were holding the ghost 
dance nightly, Primeau labored with 
the Indians. He showed them the 
utter folly of engaging in war with 
the white soldiers, and his arguments 
had the desired effect. The great 
“body of the Sioux remained friendly, 
and the troops had little trouble jn 
suppressing the uprising of Sitting 
Bull and his Uncapapa followers. For 
this service Primeau was commended 
by the government and received a 
pension.—[Rochester Post-Express.

began in 1883, which has con- 
tinued in some places, such as Los An- 
geles, ever since, and which in other 
localities subsided, because it outgrew 
itself. The immigrants to this sec- 
tien of our country were health and 
rs, rather than fortune seek- 

ers. They were generally people of 
means. They covered the country with 

Stately palaces and artistic cottages. 

They engendered a fever of specuia- 

tion which made real estate as market- 

able as wheat or railroad stocks, and 
the increase of values was rapid and 
enormous. Instances were not want- 
ing of ranchers selling their farms and 

; at hundreds of dollars per 
more, and within a year’s time invest- 
Smg the money in the purchase of 
twenty-five-foot lots, carved out of the 
Same property, at the same price per 
lot at which they bad sold per acre. 
RMatliroad and cable roads were con- 
structed in every direction. Great 
caravansaries were erected and sump- 
tuousiy equipped. Los Angeles. and 
Gan Diego and Santa Barbara and 
pther towns developed from sleepy hol- 
lews into thriving cities, and dozens of 
tewns with classic and high-sounding 
ities wert surveyed out of cattle 
ranges, and parked and sewered, and 
provided with waterworks and gas- 
Works in advance of their settlement. 

The business of selling real estate 
was invaded by lawyers, journalists, 
poets, painters and merchants. The 
offices of these gentlemen were cen- 
ters of attraction. Vines loaded with 
rt arapes were dug up, transplanit- 

and artistically trailed on the walls. 

Masses of tuberoses and. heliotropes 

mere banked in the windows, and no 

weal estate sale was expected to be a 

guccess without a brass band, a free 


lunch, and free transportation to the 
premises. One enterprising real es- 
tate firm chartered a column in a 
Gaily journal and changed the adver- 
tisement every other day. I extract 
from an old newspaper file some speci- 
mens of the advertising of that day. 
“On Wednesday afternoon at 
o'clock we will sell at public outcry 
to the highest bidder, the Pacific 
Ogean draped with a western sky of 
scarlet and gold; we will sell a bay 
filled with white-winged ships; we will 
sell a southern horizon rimmed with 
a choice collection of purple moun-

tains, carved in castles and turrets and 


domes; we will sell a frostless, brac- 
ing, warm, yet unlanguid air, braid- 
ed in and in with sunshine, and odored 
with the breath of flowers. The pur- 
chaser of this job lot of climate and 
scnery will be presented with a deed 
to a piece of land 560x100 feet known 
as lot A, in block 251. The title to the 
land will be guaranteed by the pres- 
ent owner. The title to the ocean and 
sunset, the hills and the clouds, the 
breath of the life-giving ozone and the 


song of the birds, is guaranteed by the. 


beneficent God who bestowed them in 
all their beauty and affluence upon 
block 251, and attached them thereto 
by almighty warrant as an incorpo- 
rated hereditament to run with the 
land forever.” 


Sometimes the adyertiser extolled his

I have plenty of money, 
but to be eligible as a surety I must 
be the owner of real estate. Now 1 
can qualify. See?” 

It may not be denied that the vend- 
ors of “dirt,”’ occasionally indulged in 
strategy. When, on a December morn- 
ing, a train filled with tourists from 
the blizzard-tortured Northwest would 
roll into a Southern California seaside 
city, and the excursionists would jour- 
ney past rose gardens and orange 
groves, and behold men and women 
bathing in the surf, they were prepared 
to become real-estate investors. They 
did not know that a syndicate of real- 
estate brokers paid the bathers $1 per 
pair each to bathe in the winter waters, 
and that some of the gardens were kept 
alive with pumped water costing $1 for 
each 1000 gallons. The ocean water 
Was not really very cold, but people 
did not usually bathe in it in Decem- 
ber, and the fresh water was a trifle 
costly for profitable agriculture, but 
the traffic was able to bear it. 

A gentleman who had previously 
been connected with a dime museum 
as “The Human Frog in a Glass Tank” 
opened a real estate office in San Di- 
ego, and secured free advertisements 
by having a friend tumble off the 


mediately plunging in and rescuing the 
drowning man. Of course he received 
a half-column write-up for his herote 
act. But after this had occurred three 
times, the reporters were a little “shy,” 
and our friend had to look up a. new 
sensation. 

He secured it. His wife had exhibit- 
ed in the same museum as “The Lady 
With an Iron Jaw.” She became ex- 
cited over an alleged delinquency of 
“The Human Frog” and acted so vio- 
lently that she was arrested. She 
struggled with the officers and they 
handcuffed her, but she liberated her- 
self by biting off her handcuffs, and 
they let her go. She and the Human 
Frog adjusted their difficulties, and the 
next morning the real estate firm of 
which he was a member had another!

A company of speculators proposed 
to establish a Monte Carlo at the lit- 
tle town of Tia Juana on the Mexican 
line, half an hour’s ride by rail from 
San Diego.

Mexican Lower California shared to

Under the rule of Diaz, Mexico made 
giant strides, but until recently it was 
on the peninsula of Lower California 
and in Sonora a barbardisin masquer- 
ading as a government, and its officials 
made no attempt to conceal their cor- 
ruption.

§ o'clock on Saturday morning the rea) 
estate agent, with a blue-print map be- 
fore him, was standing at his desk 
writing an advertisement of the new 
addition for publication in the evening 
paper, when half a dozen loungers 
looked over his shoulder. “Here,” said 
one of them, “I want some of those 
lots,” “and so do I.” said another, “and 
I and. I,” repeated two others. “All 
right, gentiemen,” replied the urbane 
agent of suburban property. “I am 
really not ready, but J will try to ac- 
commodate you; form a line.” Before 
the first purchaser had selected his 
lots and received his receipt, the line 
had increased to a dozen. It soon ex- 
tended to the sidewalk. Passers-by in- 
quired into the reason for it. and joined 
it. It grew faster than purchasers could 
be dispatched with their receipis, and 
each purchaser made an advertiser of 
himself as he flaunted his réceipts and 
boasted of his luck as an early bird In 
securing a desirable worm. The line 
reached down the street for a block. 
and when at 9 o'clock at night the 
sale stopped, nearly all the valuable 
town property on Sweetwater Lake 
had been sold, and the safe of the real 
estate man was crowded with many 
thousands of dollars in gold and green- 
backs—‘first payments on town lots.” 

No second payment was ever made. 
The next day (Sunday) every livery 
stable in San Diego was emptied, and 
that afternoon hundreds of dusty. dis- 
gusted investors returned from tnspec- 


tion of their investments, and their re- | 


marks were, as a rule, altogether un- 
parliamentary. 

The next day was an 
awfu] flatness in the Diego real 
estate market. Not any marked fall 
in prices, but a sudden and almost total 
cessation of sales. 
the rea] estate boom was a8 flat as if it 
had been used for a settee by a corpu- 
lent elephant, and the boom was busted.

THE BODY AND THE MIND. 

ANY parents are apt to forget 
that a child has a body. This 
body has organs. In this. partic- 
ailar it differs from unorganized bodies. 
‘The young child seems to be a mere 
@nimal. Hs body differs from that of 
the végetable not only in composition, 
but in method of nutrition, in having 
gensation. and in being able to move 
from place to place. But the child is 
gnore than a mere animal. In body it 
@iffers from other animals by having 
two hands, two feet, a chin, by being 
mbie to stand erect, and in that it has 
@ higher type of brain. 9 

The brain is the organ of mind. A 
child's brain differs from that of other 
animals in such a way as to give en- 
ttrely different results, both mental and 
snoral. Because of these differences the 
child is able to improve. This ability 
to improve makes possible the im- 
@rovement of the race. The bee of to- 
Gay builds as did the first bee. How 
@ifferent the work of man now from 
what it was at the beginning. 

A CHILD'S BODY. 

By differences mentioned we are able 
20 separate the child from al! other an- 
Smais. We also have seen that a child 
je what it is, because of its peculiari- 
tiles of mind and body. Consideration 
of both is important, that more im- 
portance may be attached to the de- 
velopment of the right kind of bodies 
and minds. 

KNOWLEDGE OF PHYSIOLOGY. 

A parent needs to know but little 
of anatomy, as it ix a mere description 
of Giffetent parts of the body. Physi- 
ology tells us the use of each part. 
Hygiene gives information as to the 


| proper care of the different parts. Ev- 


for the purpose of helping their chil- 
drei. Many are willing to spend more 
time on how to raise better pigs, or 
finer dogs and cats than in learning 
how to bring up children. This seems 
a pretty hard statement, but is it not 
true? How few parents have given 
systematic study to this most impor- 
tant problem! Drop into the nearest 
library and you will find many vol- 
umes devoted to the raising of dogs 
and similar matters. Search diligent- 
ly, and it is doubtful if you will be 
able to find a single book of pri.cti- 
cal suggestions upon the management 
and training of children. Had there 
been a demand for such books the 
country would have been flooded with 
them. Think of it! More interest in 
developing the soulless occupant of the 
pig pen than in unfolding precious hu- 
man beings, made after the image of 
God Himself, and bearing the unmis- 
takable stamp of the jarents’ pecul- 
larities. 
WEALTH AND HEALTH. 

The best wealth any parent can rive 
a child is health of mind and body. 
Without it life must be a prolonged 
misery. Woe to the parent who has 
sown seeds of disease in his unborn 
children. There may be some little ex- 
cuse for those who do not look careful- 


ly after the health of those born 
healthy. For others there can be 
none. 


The child who starts with a strong 
body has a hundred times better 
chance of enjoying a happy and suc- 
cessful life than the child who has not 
a healthy body. There are some few 
notable exceptions. but they only prove 
the rule. Health is the first and per- 
petual condition of success. How 
many of those who have wealth would 
give it all for the health enjoyed by 
the poorest laborer on the street! The 
great trouble is, that, like other bless- 
ings, it brightens only as it takes its 
flight. Therefore we are not apt to 
care for it until it is too late.

If these things are so is it not of vast 
importance that parents see to it that 
every provision is made for the devel- 
oping of strong bodies? 

THE MIND OF A CHILD.. 

The mind is that In us which knows, 
feels and wills. Therefore the train- 
ing of child’s mind means nog only 
owl- 
edge, but it also means the culture of 
the feelings, and the development of 
the will. From earliest childhood the 
mind drinks in knowledge through the 
senses gf smell touch, taste, sight and 
hearing. By means of the senses the 
child perceives that there is a world 
outside of itself. To a limited extent 
the child quite early remembers. Later 
the faculties of memory, imagination, 
conception, Judgment and reasoning be- 


THE TRAINING OF THE SENSES. 
Primarily the child gains all its infor- 
mation through the senses. If but one 
sense is defective the child is serious- 
ly handicapped for life. Fortinate the 
child that has all the senses unim- 
paired. How difficult the education of 
the child that ts deaf or blind! How 
nearly impossible the proper training 
of one who is both deaf and blind! 

The senses of smell, taste and touch 
are those especially provided for the 
sole purpose of defending, protecting 
and preserving the body. They ar 
therefore, sometimes called the animal 
senses. The senses of hearing and 
sight are more complex, and the sen- 
sations arising from them are com- 
paratively slight, and are subordinate 
to the knowledge whith the mind of 
the young child gains of the objects 
seen and heard, 

By means of the sensations’ which a 
child gets through the senses he gains 
knowledge of things about him. He be- 
comes conscious not only of himeelf, 
but of objects around him. Since this 
is so, it is well that. in the first few 
years, the child should be agsisted in 
every Way, that he may learn to use his 
senses for the proper development of 
his mind. The child whose senses are 
properly trained will not “have eyes, 
but see not,” and “ears, but hear not.”

tooth and claw." The records of the 
ages are written in bloed from the 
earliest appearance of life on our plan- 
et to the present day.

But there grew 
up in the human soul-a conception, a 
conviction that there is a higher law. 
Indeed, the appeal to force was 50 
destructive that until something higher 
than force came to be recognized 
among men progress was impossible. 
Who would plant a crop, or kill game, 
even, unless he could be secure in his 
possession from any stronger than 
himself who might come along? Two 
might combine for protection; but two 
others might as easily combine for at- 
tack. The two became ten and the ten 
became a hundred, then a thousand, 
and thus the individual gathered a 
family about him and the family allied 
itself with its nearest of kin, until the 
tribe or clan came into being. The 
clan grew into a nation. 

During this slow development courts 
of arbitration grew up between in- 
dividuals. Rights based on higher laws 
than force were gradually recognized, 
and where two men, or two families 
could not agree as to their rights the 
decision was left to persons or riper 
years, or of more experience. Finally 
men of exceptional integrity and wis- 
dom became permanent arbitrators 
between neighbors. The whole system 
of laws and courts was thus devel- 
oped during thousands of years. Rights 
became more clearly defined, and fixed 
principles were established. ~ 

“Before Abraham was" judges and 
kings ‘‘sat in the gates’ of cities to 
decide disputes between man and man. 
Before Homer wrote in war and peuce 
there were rights so generally recog- 
nized that no force could override 
them with impunity. There were fixed 
principles of equity, more or less clearly 
defined among the wild tribes of Ger- 
many before Tacitus wrote the history 
of there people. In any country for 
thousand of years the man who tried

It is now 
the only old-time house iIeft on the 
fashionable residence avenue of Pasa- 
dena, and gince 280 feet of its front 
yard have been lopped off it can 
scarcely be sald to be on South Orange 
Grove avenue.

(in one of which many of the rustling 
business men of Pasadena started at 
their A, B, C’s,) the wall paper of 
which has never been ‘changed and 
Which has all the dun colors and 
sprawling floral designs which so de- 
lighted our grandmothevs; its atmos- 
phere of cosy comfort, of stability and 
kindly hospitality—all these make it 
unique and full of fascination to those 
whose memories are tender toward 
just such homes across the continent 
and which stand out in the roseate 
glow of childhood's recollections. 
When Pasadena has made for herself 
a little more history she will look back 
with regret to the loss of the oid 
trees, the old homes, the old landmarks 
of all kinds which in her young hurry 
she is pushing aside and ruthlessly 
destroying.

Agency and “Independents” 
Knifing Each Other. 


Growers May be Forced to 
Take a Hand. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. } 

NEW YORK, Jan. 18.—Dual. orange 
auctions dre disturbing the trade and 
forcing prices unnecessarily low. The 
rupture between the agency and the 
so-called “independents” is becoming 
& costiy affair and unless growers 
bring their influence to bear to stop 
the quarrel, prices lower than neces- 
sary will prevail all the season. This is 
the opinion of many leading brokers 
and dealers in this market, who hope 
something can be done to prevent the 
present unbusinesslike methods of sell. 
ing California oranges. 

The extertt and value of the New 
York market is fully appreciated by 
growers, but there are jealousies 
among sellers which are costing grow- 


much money. 

Troubie began when the Erie Rail- 
road Company issued an order that the 
auctioneer having the largest quan- 
tity of fruit on the pier each morning 
should sell first. Previous to that 
sales had been alternate. As there are 
only two it was natural that jealousy 


{ Should arise through competition. This 


part of the fight could have been ad- 
justed without scrious disturbance. 
But the agency always has the: larg- 
est number of cars on the pier and 
would therefore always be entitled to 
sell first. Accordingly sellers repre- 
senting growers outside the agency de- 
cided they would hold auctions at the 
Same time, pending adjustment of the 
dispute by the railroad company. 

They have carried out their threat. 
Promptly at 9 o'clock every morning 
two auctions begin on the Erie pier. 
The independents frequently have tto- 
thirds as many cars as the agency, 
and in case only one man is doing 
business in an office it is manifestly 
impossible for more than one auction 
to be attended. The result is that one 
must suffer. A careful . record 
comparison of the sales since the dual 
System was put in force leads to the 
conclusion that the independents have 
had rather the best of it in prices. One 
reason for this is they have several! 
brands which would sell anywhere at 
any time higher than the bulk of the 
brands offered in this market. 

EACH CHARGES THE OTHER. 

The independents declared the Cali- 
fornia Selling Agency had influenced 
the railroad company to issue the or- 
der so its fruit could always sell first. 
The agency replied that it had done 
nothing of the kind, but that it would 
have been justified in doing so be- 
cause the Independents jockeyed with 
their sales so that when they sold first 
they had a catalogue almost as large 
as the agency, even though they had 
but half a dozen cars, his, it was 
claimed by the representatives of the 
agency, Was sufficient reason for the 
change, even if it was not fairer in 
every way to permit the one with th> 
largest quantity of fruit to sell first. 
D. W. Campbell, eastern representa- 
tive of the agency, with headquarters 
at Chicago, has come to New York and 
apparently intends to stay until the 


| fight is finished. 


Buyers have also taken up the fight. 
The New York Fruit Exchange has 
held one special meeting and one reg- 
ular meeting for discussion of this 
quarrel. Letters have been written to 
the Erie officials, but so far as can be 
learned nothing has been heard in re- 
ply. Now there -is a concerted move- 
ment to divert western shipments from 
the Erie read to others. While no 'or- 
ganized effort is made in this direction, 
it is frequently done. The Erie will 
doubtless lose an important share of 
its western shipments of fruit and veg- 
etables unless it rescinds the order and 


permits alternate sales. 


OTHER ROADS ACTIVE. 
Arrangements have been made by 
which incoming fruit shipped from 
California or elsewhere to all outside 
the agency will come by some other 
road than the Erie. Traffic managers 
of other roads have already seized 
their opportunities and are quietly so- 
liciting business, though the agree- 
ments with the Effie would have a 
tendency to prevent this action. It is 
openly talked shat the, Erie cannot 
stand this competition, that it needs 
all the business it can get and that 
any important diversion of freight to 
other roads will work it a great In- 
ury. 

‘ ie usual in such quarrels there are 
wheels within wheels. P. Ruhiman 
& Co. are the most important com- 
petitors of the agency. The action of 
the Fruit Exchange was taken largely 
because E. A. Ruhiman is its presi- 
dent. But beyond that there is a 
strong feeling on the part of the mem- 
bers of the exchange to assist the In- 
dependents in their fight for alter- 
nate sales. 

The red ink returns which growers 
will get shortly will be charged to 
the dual auctions. But that will not 
be entirely just. The dual auction 
system may be partly to blame, but 
sévere cold weather has had more to 
do with it than double auctions. Many 
oranges which have arrived recently 
have been frosted and some have been 
frozen solid. 
GROWERS MUST INTERFERE. 
This is the situation as it exists in 
New York today. The sales aggre- 
gate about twenty cars a day. They 
will steadily increase from now on 
and within a short time will run 
from seventy-five to one hundred. 
When the market is overloaded and it 
is difficult to dispose of the fruit on 
hand, this policy will be little short 
of ruin. Growers in California ought 
to understand the matter thoroughly 
and exert their influence to put a 
stop-to the fight. 
The orange market ought to be in 
good condition. The Florida crop is 
practically out of the way. 
frult now coming will stand neither 
shipment nor storage, but must be 
used immediately. Fully 80 per cent. 
has been shipped and at the rate the 
fruit is coming, about 25,000 boxes 
a week, the remainder will soon be 
distributed. 

Porto Ricos are no longer a factor. 
The receipts are large, running as 
high as 15,000 boxes a week, but the 
quality 1s so poor that very many 
bring 40@50 cents ‘a box. There are

King Edward's Prayer Book. 

The Guild of Handicraft has been 
holding a private view at its gallery 
in New Bond street of specimens of 
work executed by members during the 
last twelve months. The principal ob- 
ject was a sumptuous vellum copy of 
a Prayer Book, which the King has 
consented to accept in commemora- 
tion of his reign, and which, by His 
Majesty's permission, is to be known 
as King Edward VII's Prayer Book. 
The decorations consist of about 150 
wood-cut blocks from various artistic 
designers, while the binding is in oak 
boards, with leather and iron clasps, 
modeled on a fifteenth-century form.

Oom Pau! His Ruler. 

A. Sigmaus,'a stalwart citizen of the 
Transvaal, and a veteran of the Boer 
war, almost lost his chance of becom- 
ing an American citizen Thursday be- 
cause he would not recognize the su- 
premacy of England’s King over the 
former domain of Paul Kruger. 

figmaus applied to Deputy County 
Clerk Lamb for first papers, saying that 
he had come to this country from South 
Africa in March, 1902. Lamb asked 
him to take the formal oath of alle- 
giance to the United States, and to re- 
nounce his allegiance to King Edward, 
who ts now monarch, vice Kruger, 
retired. 

“What! You ask me to renounce 
King Edward?” roared Sigmaus, bring- 
ing his massive fist down on the desk. 
“What for? He is not King of the 
Transvaal. How could I renounce al- 
legiance to him when I never owed him 
any?” 

No amount of reasoning could con- 

vince the brawny Boer that he must 
take the oath, He quletly insisted that 
all the geographies and histories in the 
world made no difference to him. Paul 
Kruger was the rightful ruler of his 
country and King Edward did not 
count. He objected on principle, he 
said, to recognize evén indirectly the | 
right of the English to the Transvaal 
republic. 
A conference of deputy clerks was 
called and a substitute oath was de- 
vised which met with Sigmaus’s ap- 
proval. He formally renouncéd alle- 
giance to “any European prince or for- 
eign potentate,”” and in this way the 
thing was compfomised. 

So far as is known Sigmaus is the 

first citizen of the Boer republic to take 
out naturalization papers in Cleveland, 
Sigmaus was born in Holland, emi- 
grated to South Africa and became a 
legal citien of the Transvaal republic. 
He exhibited his citizenship papers, but 
no one in the clerk’s office was able to 
decipher them. 
Sigmaus !s 40 years old, over 6 feet 
In height, a giant in strength and a 
typical Boer. He fought at Spion Kop, 
he said, and after the fall of his beloved 
republic he sought the great American 
republic in order to escape from British 
conquerors, whom he hated.—[{Cleve- 
land Plain Dealer.

Landscape Photography, 
The most eheouraging out-of-door 
subjects for inner e land- 
scapes, g0 we i ak of these first.

ture. You must always bear in mind 
that the beautiful colors which u see 
in nature and upon the ground glass 
will not be present in the photograph, 
which must rely for its beauty upon 
form and light and shade. When you 
wish to photograph a landscape, take 
plenty of time to think about it. Aft- 
er you have chosen your subject, de- 


j termine the point of greatest interest, 


and then decide whether the pictute 
will look best with this nt directly 
in the center, to one side, or toward 
the top or bottom. 

If you live near the spot you intend 
to photograph, it will pay you to 
notice at what time of year it is most 
beautiful. Some landscapes look very 
commonplace in summer, but make 
stunning pictures when half buried in 
the snow. Waterfalls often look best 
in .early spring, because there is a 
greater volume of water pouring over 
them at that time than at any other. 
A most interesting series of pictures 
may be made by choosing a beautiful 
bit of landscape and photographing it 
from the same point at frequent inter- 
vals throughout the year. The first 
picture, we will say, is taken when the 
ground and trees are covered with 
snow; the second when most of the 
snow is melted, and the rest lIfes in 
patches here and there; and the third 
when the flelds are flooded with rains. 
After these would come pictures show- 
ing the trees in bud, in leaf, in blos- 
som, with fruit, and later, dismantied 
with the frosts of autumn.—([Philadel- 
phia Record.

The majority of men work ten hours, and 
that is an indication that it requires a ten-hour to pro- 
duce enough to satisfy the needs of humanity. you cut 
the working day to cight hours, you cut off one-fifth of the 
total production, and this means that the people will have 
to be satisfied with four-fifths of the commodities that they 
now get. Organized labor docs not look upon it in that

_Labor as Capital's Partner. 


“But, Mr. Parry, speaking-of wages, is not labor capital's 
partner? And if so, does it get its share of the profits?” 

“it gets a big share,” replied Mr. Parry, “and far more 
proportionately than the capitalist. What are the average 
dividends of our big industrial organizations? Those which 
do a safe, steady business do not pay more than 4 per 
cent. That is, 4 cents on every dollar. That is the profit 
of the capitalist. The balance of the carnings are spent 
for raw materials, rent and labor. As time goes on and 
capital accumulates it comes into Competition with other 
' capital, and its profits decrease, while al the same time the 
real wages—that is, the amount that a man can purchase 
from a day's work—tend to rise. Labor gets more and 
more and capital less and less every year.”

| “What do you think of giving the workingman a share 
in the business?” 

“| don’t believe in it. He will never believe that he is 
fairly treated, and if money is tost he will not be willing to 
take his share of the losses.

COMMENTS BY THE TIMES. 
MR. PARRY TALKS SENSE. 

The candor with which Mr. Parry expresses his views on 
Industrial questions is greatly to be commended. He does 
not beat around the bush. He does not evade, nor seek 
lo evade, any issuc. He unhesitatingly “calls a spade a 
spade,” withou!l circumlocution or prevarication. lhere is 
no doubt whatever as to where he stands on the so-calied 
labor question. in this respect, his remarks arc in striking 
and favorable contrast to those of Senator Hanna, recently 
printed in these columns, in which the Ohio senator made 
a painful effort to get on both sides of the question, and 
quite naturally failed to get on either side. 

Our correspondent, Mr. Carpenter, put to Mr. Parry this 
question: “You do not deny labor the right to strike, do 
you?” In putting the question in thal form, the correspond- 
ent made an altogether too common mistake in assum- 
ing that organized unionism and labor are synonymous 
terms, and thal the unions represent labor in an abstract 
sense. When labor in the abstract is referred to, the word 
should be understood as covéring all kinds of labor, and 
all men who work for a living; while organized labor 
means only the men banded together into secret societies 
for their own advantage and aggrandizement. This dis- 
tinction should not be lost sight of. Of course, Mr. Parry 
answered that workmen have an unquestioned right to 
strike, either as individuals or collectively, but that they 
have no right to interfere with the business of their em- 
ployers or with the men hired to take their places. 

Mr. Parry points out further, that labor unions fail to 
take into account the fact that many of their demands are 
so unreasonable that they cannot be granted without ruin- 
ing the business. As every man of sense knows, business 
must be conducted on business principles if it is to be 


successful. The laborer is worthy of his hire, but all that | 


he ts paid above a reasonable price for his work is a 


and agrees to pay out more in wages than the safe con- 
duct of his business will warrant is liable to end up in the 
bankruptcy court. 

The fallacy of the contention for the eight-hour work 
day is strikingly exposed by Mr. Parry, when he follows out 
to its conclusion the line of reasoning that a man can do 
as much work in eight hours as he can in ten. That this 
conclusion is in effect a reducto ad absurdum is not the 
fault of Mr. Parry, but those who make this absurd argu- 
ment.

But many of the stamps for the St. Louis Exposition year 
will be burned long before the close of the fair. These will 
be the stamps “condemned” as faulty or imperfect in any 
particular. The Posioffice Department condemns stamps 
upon the slightest provocation, and if agy of the sheets 
of diminutive letter carriers are soiled or smeared; printed 
too light or too dark; or otherwise damaged in the stight- 
est degree; or if any of the sheets are returned to Wash- 
ington by postmasters who have found them sticking to- 
gether so closely that they cannot be separated without 
tearing, they will be speedily condemned to destruction 
in the fiery furnace which is ever under the watchful eyes 
of three officials and even has screens in the flue to pre- 
vent the escape of any half-burned sheets. 

The government postage stamp manufactory will be able 
to tum out this new special issue of postage stamps in 
quicker time than any of its predecessors.- This is due to 
the fact that there is now on the pay roll a bigger force of 
employees than has ever before been engaged in an un- 
deriaking of this kind. There will ge available for the pro- 
duction of these twentieth century postage stamps an army 
of 3000 workers, of whom over 1300 are men and over 1600 
are women. Of this force, something over 1300 persons— 
about 600 men and over 700 women—are employed in the 
actual printing of the stamps. The other toilers attend to 
other phases of the work, such as the gumming and per- 
forating of the slamps, and not a few of them spend all 
their time in counting the stamps, for every sheet of stamps 
is counted sixty-three{imes ere it is shipped from Washing- 
ton to the postoffice where it will be placed on sale. tn 
order to further hurry work on the new stamps, a force of 
over two hundred employces Is now working at night, and 
this number will erc long be increased.

PLACE OF BEAUTY MAINLY KNOWN 
THROUGH NELSON’S VICTORY. 


From ihe London Pos!. 
O the members of the Coast-guard service 
Aboukir isa rather important. station com- 
manding one of the chief islands where 
the smuggler makes “caches” of the drug 


that he hopes to run to the mainiand some mooniess 
night, and where the government cutter makes sudden 
and sometimes fortunate descents. To the Europeans of 
Alexandria it is a pleasant place in spring for picnics, and 
in summer for life under canvas or a mat roof for those 
who prefer a sea breeze blowing nightly from open water 
to the clammy and adulicrated whiffs that come in from 
the two harbors of the great port. To the world that knows 
a little history it is the scene of Nelson’s triumph, and, 
deceived by the glorious. words “of the Nile,” we vaguely 
picture a great river mouth and turbid waters. But it is 
a far cry from Aboukir to the Rashid Lighthouse that crowns 
the long sandy spit bordering the Nile’s western estuary. 


The Secret of Egyptian Beauty. 


it is always difficult to say wherein precisely lies the 


charm of Egyptian scenefy. Dissect it and you will find 
little to justify your enthusiasm; ciear air and cloudless 
skies greet the traveier in many other lands, and the forests, 
the wooded mountain sides, and the white torrents of the 
North are as unknown here as the luxuriance of the trop- 
ics, In themselves the clements of the beauty of Egypt! 
are almost commonpiace. Extol the sun, without which 
the Della becomes a dreary grey-green field flecked with 
mud huts and dark stiff date palms and bordered by a 
yellow wilderness, bu!—il is the same sun that shines over 
ali the South. It is in the land, in Egypt herself, that the 
mysterious secret of her charm lies hidden; somber and 
heavy-faced as the women of the monuments, she lies 
brooding silently till the kisses of the sun quicken her 
to a slow, sensuous beauty, but inedeemably material, 
and eternaily compelling. 


Aboukir Bay. 


So it is with Aboukir. Sea and sun alone do nol give 
the place its charm; memories of ancient battles seem 
idie in the presence of the peacefulness of today, but 
the sand hills and paim groves,-the siraggling little village, 
and the ruined forts all lend their own beauty to the 
picture of the bay. Bounded on thé west by a low prom- 
ontory, will its old fort, and by the long reef thal stretches 
oul towards Nelson Island, the bay curves round first to 
the southcast and then northward again in a huge semi- 
circle, its low sandy coasi melting to a faint blue strip, 
from which rise alt regular intervals the dark humped 
shapes of the forts and “bourgs.” Once they defended 
the shore as far as Rosetta in the days when Egypt, stirred 
by Napoleon, by the Turkish wars, above all by Mehemet 
Ali, awoke for a moment to feverish and disordered life; 
today they are almost as useless as the Martello towers of 
our own seacoast, serving only as posts fram which and 
to which the coas! guards incessantly patrol. Seen from far 
out on the Mediterranean they resembie a row of [ittld 
blue islands, and only the plume-like heads of a few tall 
paims in their interspaces tell of the low-lying land be- 
tween the “bourgs.” 4 


One of Egypt’s Pleasure Cities. 


The bay on its western side is always caim. The long 
line of reef from the fort to Nelson Island acts as a 
breakwater against the seas, and though ii is often almost 
impossible to land on the island three miles out the in- 


| towards Edku and Mahadia, where the shore lies open to 


the north wind, there is always a heavy swell, and landing 
and putting-out, unless your boatmen are exceptionally 
handy, involve a splashing, if not a soaking. West of the

Inland the low hills near the 
coast are full of ruined cisterns and the half-filled shafts 
of tombs and ancient cellars covered with slippery ice- 
plant, and dangerous at night. Away on the eastern side 
of the village a great dune, crowned with a mouldering 
fort an@ sloping slowly towards Mahadia, is said to cover 
the rujps of the ancient city, and the antiquarians debatc 
hotly over the site of the Temple of Canopus. But we 
do not yet know where the old Canopic mouth of the Nile 
is to be found, and for the layman it is enough that the 
whole neighborhood of Aboukir was once covered with 
houses, and that everywhere coins, lamps, jars, and statuettes

for their melons and tomatoes.

renness. Knowing how much a Bedawin woman desires 
to bear children and save herself from the tisk of divorce 
or the pain of seeing a rival wife, the Pasha let them en-

of Alexandria. 


Attractions of Nelson Island. 


There are two classes of Mosiems at Aboukir—the Bea- 
awin and the villagers, mostly fishermen, though a few 
cultivate tomatoes and melons or own fruit trees—chiefly 
figs and dates, which grow splendidly in the sand. Every- 
where within some hundred yards of the shore sweet 
water can be reached with a little digging, and the ground 
is seamed with deep trenches and hollows, where every 
leaf is fresh and green, though ouside them the grassland 
is burnt yellow and the flowers have disappeared. Ia 
spring the grass is fong and rich, and for two or three 
months Aboukir is gay with flowers, but by May all is 
over. Only on Nelson Isiand and two or three spots 
along the shore sea lillies spring up in the hottest months 


flowers. Now and.again visitors land on the island to carry 
away armfuls of bioom, but the fishermen from Aboukir 
who frequent its shores show some surprise that grown 
people should occupy themselves with such vanities; they 
have their nets to look to, and in the summer months there 
is always the chance of finding turtle. 


The Strain of Northern Blood. 


There is a strain of northern biood among these fisher 
people; many are light haired, and blue or gray cyes are 
common among them, while their skins are occasionally 
almost Scandinavian in their fairness.. Some ascribe these 
traits to a Turkish admixture, certain anfiquarians speak of 
“Aegacan” invaders or of the Greeks of Ptolmaic days, 
but the natives themselves, with deplorable lack of imagi- 
nation, bluntly state tht these fair people date from the 
beginning of the century, when Napolean’s army garri- 
soned Aboukir among other places. At the other end 
of the color scale are the gypsy-likke Bedawins, who feed 
their sheep and camels and grow spring barley behind the 
sandhill. Like their brethren at Mariout and near Ramich 
they enjoy no good reputation among the law-abiding, 
and al! cases of theft or desiruction of property are laid 
to their charge. Yet the villagers of Aboukir, like all the 
fellaheen of Egypt, are capable of tawlessness enough, and 
it is only in the past few years thal the energy of the coast- 
guard officers has checked the traffic in hasheesh, in which 
some 30 per cent. of the Aboukir men have at one time 
or another taken part. At present all is peaceful—the 
contraband trade is more and more dangerous—and, but

Radio-cActivity. 
A GLIMPSE AT THE PROGRESS OF 
SCIENTIFIC INVESTIGATION. 


‘By a Special Contributor. 
66 ADIO-ACTIVITY is the designation which physicists 

R have, as a temporary expedient, and by general 

consensus, applied to certain phenomena, alleged 
to consist of a constant discharge over lengthened pe- 
riods of time, of heat, light and particles of matter (cor- 
puscles or electrons, as they are sometimes called) into 
the region of almosphere immediately environing fa- 
dium compounds and other substances purporting to be 
of uranitic origin. All three of the substances now being 
dealt with, namely, radium, polonium and actinium, are 
found in the ore of uranium, commonly known as pitch- 
blende or uraninile. The two former substances were 
discovered by Prof. and Mme. Curie—the latter by M. 
Debierne. 

In the Magazine Section of The Times for the 27th ult, 
there were published two articles, one relating to the 
radio-active properties of radium—the other relating to 
radio-action of other substances. In these articles the 
recent researches of both Sir William Ramsay and that 
of Prof. Wimstedt are carefully stated. In the Century 


~ Magazine for January, 1904, there are contained two ar- 


ticles, one written by Mme. Curie, the now world-famed 
discoverer of radium; the other on radium and fadio- 
activity in general, by Prof. Ernest Merritt of Cornell Uni- 
versity. In Harper's Magazine, also, for this month, there 
is another article on the same subject, entitled “Disinte- 


gration of the Radio-active Elements,” by Prof. Ernest 


Rutherford, F.RS., of McGill University. This last article 
reviews generally and accurately the present status of 
knowledge respecting the radio-active subslances, uran- 
ium, thorium, and radium. Again, in the Magazine Section 
of The Times of the 3rd. inst., there is republished a very 
important article from the Illustrated Mail, London, con- 
cerning the effect of radio-activity on cancer. , 

With such an array of contemporary literary record focused 
at the same moment, almost, no doubt can exist as to 
either the popular desire for completer knowledge regard- 
ing the phenomena of radio-activity in general, or as 
to the importance which the use of radio-active sub- 
stances holds, both ‘a scentific or technical, and the public 
estimate. 

In regard to radio-action in general, there is not al 
present any widespread expectation among physicists thal 
the action in itself is in amy sense a universal phenom- 
enon—although in but few near-by occurrences of ex- 
treme minuteness, plainly enough of ocular, if of intan- 
it is therefore peculiarly worthy of 
note that Prof. Himsitedt of the University of Freiburg has 
made public the results of certain investigations which 
indicate that radio-activily is a property of matter com- 
mon to a large range of substances, while, as if to 
strengthen the significance of his results, Himstedt ad- 
duces the analogy of magnetism, whose influence was at 
first believed to be limited to iron and certain very few 
other metals, which, however, is known now not to be 
the fact. 

When the accidental discovery was made by Prof. 
Henri Becquere! (1896-97,) that uranium discharged or 
emitted radiations in the dark, and in such sufficiency 
that sunlight or artificial light is not necessary for some 
photographic purposes, suspicion was aroused that the in- 
visible rays given out by uranium were not confined to 
that substance alone. in consequence of this, numerous 
experimenters, in several parts of the world, sought after 
subsiances which could be tested, to ascerlain whether 
they are radio-active or not. Of the substances so ex- 
amined, several of them—thorium, and especially the 
substance known as gummite—were found to be radio- 
active, altogether capable of emitting rays whereby the 
ore of other radio-active matlter photographed itself 
upon a sensitive plate. This result led to widespread ex- 
pcrimenting with substances not having a metallic base, 
and with powdered minerals other, than those containing 
uranium, besides with other pulverized and granulated 
substances. With most of these success was but indiffer- 
ent, when other experimenters, fullowing out the sugges- 
tions firs! made and.adopted by several French physicists, 
prosecuted the question further by exposing certain pul- 
verized and phosphorescent matter to the sun’s fight 


and obtaining photographs by the influence of the ex- 
posed substances. 


It was found by Prof. McKissick of Au- 
burn University, that sugar absorbed so much of the actinic 
rays of solar light, that.it could be successfully used for 
producing photographs of a variety of objects upon a 
sensitive plate wrapped in black and opaque paper, just 
as pulverized uranium had been found to produce, by M. 
Becquerel, 
Since this variety of experiments took place, demon- 
Sirating that radio-activily is not confined to uranium 
or derivatives alone, investigation has been 
principally confined to isolating from uranium .

When the statement is made generally, as the following

a statement amounts to asserting that energy is generated 
by matter, or at least by certain kinds thereof, and that 
the certain kinds of matter are self-productive.

all circumstances—of work done, with energy stored or 
transformed without loss; and the transformations répre- 
sented in the dissociation and reassociation of matter 
must be understood in a completely different light, if 
the statements regarding radium at this early stage, when 
its actual nature is but partially ascertained, be true, even 
though it be accepted that the slow, yet progressive, ad- 
vance in understanding the ceaseless process of trans- 
formation within the universe, by the reversing or alter- 
nating operations of involution and evolution, be looked at 
as equivocal. Yet these are natural resultants of the 
well-understood ceaseless activity of transformation and 
conservation, both in state and phase,.also in constancy 
of quantity, in respect of energy, matter, and element 
which constitute the unprecedented, if silently attained, 
triumph of knowledge experimentally and therefore pos- 
itively reached out to, during the nineteenth century. 
That the explanations thus far given respecting the al- 
leged physical activities of radium, cannot be true in the 
least, is manifest—for if true, these actions must ulti- 
mately demonstrate this highest attainment in the science 
of physics—namely that of conservation by transformation 
into equivalents—as naught else but a scientific mythos.

SHORT time ago the natives of Porto Rico were |

it was a passenger train, run for the first time over the 
newly completed line of the American Raifroad Company 
of Porto Rico, from San Juan to Ponce, and its appear- 
ance and course through one of the most delightful and 
fertile parts as the initial railway train on the island, 
marked one of the most important events in the matter 
of transportation in modern history. ee : 

The laying of the tracks was enough of a wonder to 
arouse the curiosity of the indolent Porto Ricans, and wild 
surmises were made as to what the “Americanos” were 
up to. when it became generally known 
that the great secret was to be divulged on a certain day, 
and elaborate preparations were being made for it, their 
curiosity proved stronger than their natural indolence, and 
big crowds were assembied along the tracks for hours be- 
fore the train was scheduled to make its appearance. The 
majority of the natives had never seen a railroad coach, 
much fess an engine, and when the train came into view 
its huge and powerful proportions, unconcealed by its tav- 
ish decorations of flags and festooned streamers, there was 
a general stampede to get away from the metal animal,

The freight traffic has already commenced to develop 
into good proportions, and is getting heavier every day, 
while the passenger traffic is rapidly increasing, two trains 
being run in each direction daily, first and second-class 
cars being used. 
_ The company, in order to accommodate its patrons, 
runs a coach line between Camuy and Aguadilla, a ride un- 
surpassed for scenery on the island. Tickets are sold in- 
cluding coach service between San Juan and Ponce. The 
company, however, is not responsible for coach service. | 
Every effort is made by the officials and entire corps of 
people in the employ of the company to give the best 
and most satisfactory railroad service.

The improvement of the new road has cost more than 
a million dollars, and the new tracks run through one of 
the most picturesque parts of Porto Rico, where for four 
centuries the ox casts and pack horses have been the only 
means of transportation.

Now there is a through line of rails from San Juan to 
Ponce, touching every prominent city on the island, ex- 
cept between Camuy and Aguadilla, and work on that sec- 
tion’ will soon be begun. ft is covered by a four hours’ 
coach ride over an excellent road. A passenger can now 
travel in a day from San Juan to Ponce, practically all 
rail, and avoid the ninety-mile carriage ride over the mili- 
tary road, and at less than one-half the former cot. : 

The rates of fare are 3 cents a kHometer, and reductions 
for round trip and other tickets on the same scale as in 
the States. The freight rate is reduced, the time of tran- 
sit shortened, and the road seems destined to do a splen- 
did business. It already has_a single contract for the haul- 
ing of 150,000 tons of sugar cane to the centrals, and it 
makes available for sugar growers many miles of splen- 
did cane lands, extending the sugar district where the larg- 
est centrals of the island are located.

HEALING HELOUAN. - 

On the Nile bank, opposite the site of Memphis, an 
fifteen miles south of Cairo, is the village of Helouan. 
East of the village, about two and one-half miles away 
in the desert, are the suiphur baths of Helouan, “Helouan- 
les-Bains,” as the place is called in the polite circles of 
Cairo. The remarkable feature about this desert oasis 
(for so it is, although frequent trains run straight to it from 
Cairo, and it has hotels and private houses, and even a 
palace of the Khedive) is that it is in some places salur- 
ted with water. There are springs beneath the. surface, 
and the water from them is that healing water which con. 
tains sodium, magnesium, and lime, and which ensures 
prosperity to any locality where it is found. The twelye 
Helouan springs are charged with sulphur, with iron, and 
with salt, and they resemble the well-known springs of 
Aix-les-Bains and Enghien. It is the sulphur springs fp: 
which Helouan is chiefly famous, and it is also for tis 
pure and dry desert air. It may be imagined, thercfore, 
that Helouan is a very favorite place with the Cairenes, 
Egyptian, English and French, and the rest and quiet of 
the desert oasis are held in high appreciation by them. _ - 

The baths of Helouan were certainly in use among the 
ancient. Egytians, for Manetho, the historian, records that 
King Amen-hetep sent away to them “the leprous and 
other incurable persons in order to separate them from the 
rest of the Egyptians,” and the healing place was said to 
be “at the quarries,” on the east side of the Nile. The 
quarries of Tura and Masara are within donkey ride 
from Helouan, and they are a favorite excursion for the 


patients. From these quarries came the whole of the stone — 


for the casing of the pyramids and for the temples of 
Memphis and Thebes; from them, after 4000 years, stilt 


come ihe flags of magnesian limestone, with which the © 


modern houses and courts of Cairo are paved. it is re- 
cored thatinthe seventh century A.D. the Saracen notables 
of Cairo who were. driven oul by the plague went to Hei- 
ouan. 


The springs were first made generally known to Euro- | 


peans in 1830 by Linant Pasha, a French engineer, and in) 
1849 the Egyptian government took over the place. Not 
till 1871, however, did the “cure” really begin to be ape 
preciated, but when it once got a fair start trees: were 
planted and the swamps were drained, and in 1876 the _ 
railway was opened.

HE Japanese Minster-to the United States is one 
of the most popular members of the foroign diplo- 
matic corps in Washington, while fellow-country- 
men of his are distinguishing themselves at the country’s 
largest universities, as able promoters of American enter- 
prise, and lastly, as citizens of whom Uncle Sam and ail) 
good Americans are justly proud. 
Though one of the youngest of the diplomatic estab- 
Hshments at Washinglon, the Japanese legation is one 
of the most noted, and best administered. It is only forty 


years since the first Minister from Japan visited this gov- 


emmen!, and thirty years since the famous embassy with 
Mr. twakura at its heao arrived here. Mr. bwakura liked 
Washington and the American people so well that he re- 
, Mained for six months, during which time he tendered 
eight official dinners and a banquet, to which six hundred 
peopie sat down. The diplomatic intercourse that was 
established between the United States and Japan as a re- 
sult of his visit has never been interrupted, the relations 
between the two countries having been most happy. | 

Kogora Takakira, the new Japanese Minister, has met 
with high favor at Washington, having already servcd 
there as consul-general. He has also represented his gov- 
ernment as Minister to China and at several of the Euro- 
pean capitals, so that he assumed his new position with 

the ripe experience of a trained diplomat and the most 
cordial feelings towards this country. 

Mr. Takakira was consul-gencral in New York in 1891. 
From that position he was appointed Minister to The 
Hague, and he aftorwards represented his government a! 
Rome and Vienna. Mr. Takakira is a man of high intelii- 
gence and greal capacily, and it is expected that under 
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the new Minister the Japanese legation will sustain the 
creditable place it has attained.

DoMEsTIC PROBLEMS SIMPLIFIED 


BY THEM. _

HE scarcity of women who are willing to enter do- 
mestic service is not an unmitigated iil, as many ‘of 

us thoughtlessly believe. With fewer servants to do 

the work, with the same number of houses to be kept and 
the same number of housekeepers, it follows thai the 
amount of work somehow must be reduced. We are not 
going to lessen the number of homes just because help 
prefers, reasonably enough, perhaps, to work elsewhere. 
The impulse to the establishment of a home is the strong- 
est human instinct. Neither are we going to lower our 
standard of it is not in human nature to 
retrograde in home comforts. Thus, with fewer hands to 
do the amount of work, what is the 
solution of the problem which confronts our homekeep- 
ers today?

The plan shows the relation of the kitchen to the din- 
Ing-room, pantry and china closet, back porch and the - 
stairways to the basement. It is impossible fo consider 
a Kitchen by itself. A kilchen is only convenient in its 
relation to other parts of the house as well as in the details 
of ts arrangement, and cannot be considered alone. * 

The communication from the kitchen to the dining-room 
is by double-swing doors, which always stand closed when 
not in use. One does not take hold of a knob to open 
or close them, but can push through when carrying a large 
tray. of dishes. After a meal the soiled dishes can be 
placed on the table nearest the range. They are then 
washed in the sink, which may be either solid porcelain or 
porcelain-lined iron. After the dishes are washed they _. 
drain from the drainboard into the sink. From there they 
are wiped to a tray at the left. Thus the washing of the 
dishes is progressive, and all the time they arc moving 
back to where they belong in the pantry and china closet. 
This section of the kitchen, with its tables, sink and drain- 
board, occupies a space nine feet long. 

In preparing food for the range the order may be re- 
versed. It is first placed on the left-hand table and moved 
across the drainboard and sink to the right-hand tabie and 
range. The range is ventilated into a large separate flue _ 
which extends oul through the roof and is covered with a 
large hood. The hot-water boiler or reservoir for the 
plumbing system is above head height in the kitchen. It 
is connected with the water-back in the range. All of the 
exposed metal work of the plumbing is preferably nick- 
eled to facilitate cleaning. 

Anyone who has worked at a table in the center of 
a Kitchen will never move it against the wall. A table so 
placed reduces lost motion. In its divisions and arrange- 
ment this table should be considered as carcfully as an 
office desk. Certain cooking utensils could be placed in 
the lower part. The kitchen cupboard is especially de- 
signed with shelves, drawers and specially formed recepta- 
cles. There should be as little woodwork as possibile in a 
kitchen, certainly no wainscoting, certainly no enclosure 
of the sink, and the wood itself should be absolutely plain. 

The labor-saving devices of the pantry are many. The 
ice should be placed in the refrigerator from the side 
porch. There is a projecting wire-enclosed cooler at the 
end of the pantry. The table or doughboard has a window 
above it, facing the porch. Under the table arc self-clos- 
ing receptacies for flour and other cereals. The porch is 
not enclosed by a lattice, but by shutter-like slats to ad- 
mit light and air and to protect from the rain. There is an 
outside cellar door next to the grade or yard walk which 
leads to an enclosed passage to cellar. There is an inside 
cellar way back of the kitchen range. A clothes chute 
connects the bathroom and the kitchen with the ventilated 
soiled-clothes closet in the basement laundry. The value 
of a kitchen arrangement of this kind as a labor-saver de- 
pends as much upon the working out of the detail as it 
does upon the general plan. G. P.

Drying Apricots in Southern Califernia. 


N EXT to the orange, the apricot is the principal! fruit 
raised in Southern California. it is a specialty of this 
section, especially in the coast counties, where it flourishes 
particularly well. Such apricots as are not sold fresh are 
dried or canned, although an increasing quantity is made 
every year into fruit pulp, for the use of confectioners, 
large quartites being shipped to Eurcpe. Following is an 
aoe on the drying of apricots contributed by H. R. 
Fidred: 

“There are two methods of picking apricots for the dryer. 

© method is for each man to have a bucket. He picks 
all of the apricots on one tree that he can reach from the 
ground, and then with the use of a stepladder, picks the 
remainder. When his bucket is full, he empties it into 4 
box. The boxes are usually scattered along one certain 
row, so thal a team can come along and gather them up. 
The pickers must carry their fruit to this row, and empty 
it into the boxes. One box holds about fifty pounds, or 
a little over three buckets of apricots. ed 

“The other method is to spread a canvas under the tree 
and then shake the limbs with a stick. They then gather 
the apricots up in_ .-their buckets arid carry them 
to the boxes. Sometimes, where they have no canvas, 
they shake the apricots onto the ground, and then gather 
them yp. in some cases the men are paid by the day 
and in other cases by the box. They usually receive from 
$1.50 to $1.75 a day, or from 4 cents_to 6 cents a box. A 
wagon comes through the orchard and gathers up the 
boxes of apricots, and takes them to the dryer, where 
they are weighed, and sacked up, ready to be given oul 
to the cutters. 

“In the dryer there are benches to set the trays on. 
The trays used at the place | am writing about are about 
two and one-half feet wide and five feet long. From one 
to four people will sland a! one tray. A man gives a box 
of fruit to each culter. Whenever he gives one a box of 
fruit, he makes a punch check, which each cutter has in 


order to show how many boxes of fruil he culs. When 


they finish one box of fruit, they call, “Fruit,” and the man 
gives them another box. Each culter has a fruit knife, 
which is about the size of a jacknife with the blade open, 
and a pan, which he fills with apricots. In cutting an 
apricot they commence at the stém end and cut clear 
around it by way of the seam, dropping the pif into their 
pan. They spread the halves of the apricots on the tray 
with the inside up. The cutting is done mostly by women 
and children, who receive from 8 to 12 cents a box. They 
empty their pits into a box which they have for that pur- 
pose. When one tray is full, the cutter will call, “Tray!” 
and two men will come and get the tray, set it on a small 
car, and get an emply tray for the cutter. 

“The small car on which they set the trays of fruit, is on 
two rails, Which are on a larger car, and run perpendicular 
to the rails of the large car. The track which the large car 
is on runs to the sulphur-houses, which are little sheds 
about eight or nine feet high, seven or eight feet long and 
four or five feet wide. There is a track in each sulphur- 
house which is on a level with the track on the large car. 
When they get quile a stack of trays on the small car they 
push the large car to one of the sulphur-houses and run 
the small car, with the trays of fruit on it, into the sutphur- 
house. They pul a pan of sulphur under the trays of fruit, 
light # and close the door, making the sulphur-house al- 
most air tight. : 

“When the fruit has been In the sulphur-house for a 
few hours, they run it out onto the large car again. Then

Then they run the 
small car onto this track to wherever they want to dry 
the fruit, and spread the trays on the ground, in order to 
Jet the fruit dry. There are two or three tracks for the 
small cars, running through the yard, where they dry the 
fruit, all of which run to the track that the large car runs on. 

“When the fruit is dry it is gathered up and either stored 
away or sacked up in white sacks ready to be shipped 
away. The pits are shipped away, the center to be used 
for obtaining an extract, and the outside for fuel.”

Spurious Olive Oil. 
HE San Jacinto Herald thus intelligently comments on 
the olive situation: 

“If the olive oil industry in California has failed to reach 
the high mark so hopefully set for it fifteen or tweniy . 
years ago, it is owing to the fact that the market is flooded 
with cheap spurious products, with foreign brands, all ja- 
beled as the pure article. Pure olive oil is not relatively 
cheap, but were the adulterated oil forced from the markets, 
or its manufacturers compelied to seil it for exactly what it 
is, the largely-increased demand for the genuine product 
would enabie the olive growers to sell so much more of 
the pure oi] from their orchards that they could afford 
to place their price within reach of the average household. 

“Peanut oil and cottonseed oil, which are used in adul- 
terating the cheap oil sold under foreign labels, are home 
products and they are not: deleterious or unwholesome, but 
they should go by their names and not be permitted to 
masquerade as eenuine olive oil. The investigations that 
recently have been made in the enforcement of the law 
prohibiting the importation of adulterated or  falsety- 
branded food products have disclosed the fact that 
scarcely a drop of pure olive oil comes into this country 
from abroad. Yet every store in the land carries several | 
foreign brands of oil all labeled “pure” and sold at a 
poor for which the genuine oil could not possibly be pro- 


“An Eastern journalist points out two ways in which this 
spurious traffic in olive oil is carried on. One is to import 
some of the genuine article and mix it with the oleaginous 
adulterants here and then put it up in Florence flasks and 


| Lucca labels and sell it for the “pure” article; the other 


is to send the adullerants over to the other side and import 
the falsely-labeled mixture. One is just as nefarious as 
the other, and while steps are being taken to suppress the 
foreign fraud the same zeal should be shown in suppress-

Plowing Night and Day. 


N OTWITHSTANDING the exceptionally dry weather some 
plowing operations have been going forward in South- 
em California. The Chino Champion says: . 


“The Chino Land and Water Company “now running 
its big steam plow and seeding machinery both day and 
night. Already something over two thousand acres have 
been plowed and seeded east of town, with about six - 
hundred acres yet to plow in that part of the ranch. Then 
the company will plow and seed about fifteen hundred 
acres southwest of town along the foot of the hills. Super- 
intendent Steele says he has not lost confidence in hav- 
ing rain to make a crop, and that he cannot afford to rc- 
lax his efforts to get the seed in the ground. 


“The big steam plow has made a record of 48 acres | 
per day, of less than 12 hours, for a number of days In 
succession, and is now plowing about ninety acres every 
twenty-four hours. A big locomotive headlight lights its 
path at night.” 


Grazing on Mount San Jacinto.

Secretary Wilson's 
office within the last year has strengthened the force en- 
gaged in securing seeds and plants from abroad, increased 
the clerical force at home for systematizing the work of 
experimentation and widened the sphere of securing re- 
ports from those engaged in testing new importations of 
seeds and plants.

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portant exception to this is the baie: an animal with which 
most self-respecting humen beings are scarcely willing to 
be compared. It is a fact, however, that too many men 
and women make hogs of themselves, when it comes to 
a question of ealing. 

Flesh food and starch food do not mix well together in 
the siomach. The taking of so great a variety of foods, 
vegetable and animal, al one time, is undoubtediy a lead- 
ing cause of gas in the stomach, toxic poisoning, dyspepsia, 
and other ills, which tend to make a man miserable and 
shorten his life. 

When ‘we come to the second part of the statement 

above quoted, there is still room for criticism. To say “it is 
generally conceded that the entire amount of solid food 
for the average person in twenty-four hours is thirty ounces, 
and twenty-four ounces of fluid,” is unscientific and un- 
satisfactory, although not more so than so many of the 
loose statements in regard to diet that one encounters in 
print. What does the writer mean by “solid food,” or 
does he know what he means? If he intends to say 
water-free food, the amount named is about two and a 
half times as much as the average person should consume 
in a day, to be physicaily and mentally. well. Probably, 
however, he intends to refer to food of all kinds, just 
as it is purchased in the market. But then, this food 1s 
by no means solid. It all contains more or less water. 
Some of it is mostly water, so that a general rule in regard 
to a ceriain amount of “sol'd food” is altogether misteading, 
Here, for instance, is a table showing the amount of solid 
matter in ounces, contained in thirty ounces cach of ten 
common foods, after the water has been extracted: 


From this it will be seen that if a man should consume 
thirty ounces of bananas daily he would be taking eight 
ounces of nourishment, less the small percentage df waste, 
or 50 per cent. less than would probably be necessary, 
while if he should confine his diet to beans, 30 @unces 
would yield him twenty-six ounces of nourishment, or 
more than twice enough. Should he try to live on apples 
his thrirty ounces would give him four and one-half ounces 
-of nourishment, while a diet of cabbage would give him 
one-third as much, 

As a result of a close study of the subject, extending over 
a period of forty years, the editor of this department is 
inclined to the belief that, under ordinary circumstances, 
twelve ounces of water-free food is about the right amount 
for a person to consume, who is doing ordinary work, 
either physical or mental. This amount of nourishment 
would be represented by about fourteen ounces of keans, 
or fifteen pounds of cabbage, the two extremes in ine 
above list. it is, however, impossible to lay down any 

altogether hard and fast rule of this kind, as the personal 
' characteristics, as well as the surroundings and circum- 
stances of each individual differ so matcrially. . 

There is no doubt that much less food is demanded by 
the system when the food is thoroughly masticated before 
swallowing it, also that the simpler the diet—the less vai- 
iety of foods taken at one meal—the smaller will be the 
amount called for. Those who have adopted the raw-food 
dict claim that they eat and feel satisfied with a much 
smatier amount than when they indulged in cooked food. 

Certain it is, as The Times~has frequently said, that a 
great majority of civilized people—probably more than 90 
per cent.—especiaily those engaged in sedentary occupa- 
tion, eat far more than they should, tickling their palates 

with dainty dishes and forcing down food for which there 
is no natural hunger, with stimulants and condiments, thus 
shortening their lives and bringing on all sorts of diseased 
conditions. The celebrated Louis Cornaro, who attained 
the age of over 100, after having been given up by his 
physicians in middie age, satisfied himself and retained 
his mental and physical vigor on the sm4li amount of 
twelve ounces of food daily with a little red wine. So 
far as can be gathered from his book, this did not mean 
twelve ounces of water-free food, as recommended above, 
bul tweive ounces of food as it is bought in the market, 
which, as we have scen, is quite a different thing. 

The adoption of the no-breakfast plan will be found of 
much assistance in reducing the food consumed to a 
reasonabdie limit. Experience shows that those who adopt 
this plan cat little more at each of the two meals than 

they previously did at each of the three.

Failing to discover such a teacher and adviser you might 
endeavor to find a conscientious physician of any of tthe 
schools—allopathic, homeopathic, osteopathic, suggestive 
therapeutic or others—provided the man recognizes the 
valuc of hygiene and does not insist on administering po!- 
sonous drugs. There is a growing disposition among intelli- 
gent physicians to subordinate the drug superstition to 
common-sense hygié¢ne, but, as frequently stated in these 
columns, an obstacle is often found in the. patient him- 
seif. Therefore, if you want to be treated in a common 
sense way, tell the physician at the outset that you do not 
believe in drugs or want them. 

Personally, the editor of this department has a leaning 
toward the osteopathic treatment of disease, having had 
notable evidence of its value, although he admits that there 
are good points to be found in all the schools, after the 
‘drug superstition has been eliminated. Osteopathy is | 
really a highly scientific form of massage, and the members 
of the school need not have any false shame abou! ad- 
mitting it, for massage is and for thousands of years ha; 
been recognized as a most valuable means of preserving 
and promoting health. There is, however, a vast differ. 
ence between an ordinary “rubber” and a man who has 
thoroughly studied for years, in a college, the anatomy of 
the body, besides food values amd other branches of hy- 
giene. Then, again, massage has been brought into dis- 
repute among the general public by the number of loose 
women who use the practice as a mask for another less 
legitimate occupation. 


Breathe Through the Nose. 


HE following article on the lnipattiinin of correct 

_ breathing is contributed to the Times by John A. Perou 
of 244 South Bunker Hill avenue. While mouth breath- 
ing is more or less injurious anywhere, it is specially so in 
this section of little rain, where—in the cities, at least—the 
atmosphere is so often surcharged with filth of alt descrip- 
tions: 

“We are told by some medical experts that one of the 
most important factors that are concerned in the preser- 
vation of health is correct breathing, and probably it is 
one of those to which least attention is given. The per- 
centage of people, | believe is small who attach much im- 
portance to the fact that the nose, nat the mouth, is the 
proper channel for respiration, and that mouth-breathing 


some of the more serious ones. Another thing not gen- 
erally known is, that mouth-breathing, at least during sleep, 
is almost universal. An authority who claims to have care- 
fully investigated the matter says that nine persons out of 
ten have this habit. Still another thing not widely known 
is, that many ailments due to mouth-breathing will, if they 
have not gone too far, disajpear of themselves if the 
mouth-breathing habit is stopped. 1! will cite two cases 
in support of this: Some fourteen years ago | suffered 
from a throat complaint, which | felt sure was caused by 
sleeping with open mouth. This led to the invention of 
a mouth-closing device, on using which the complaint 
promptly disappeared. | have used that instrument ever 
since and have never had a return of the trouble. An 
elderly lady, a relation of mine, had an attack of tonsili- 
tis, which she had allowed to go rather far before doing 
anything for it. She then consulted, successively, three 
doctors, but without getting relief, and each wanted to 
operate upon her, but she lacked the nerve to conseni, 
and she then resigned herself to the worst. She had a 
mouth-closing device by her, which | had sent her some 
time before, thinking it might improve her hearing, bu! 
which she had never used, and she now thought of it and 
began to use it. To her surprise and delight the inflam- 
mation began at once to subside, and in a-few days she 
was well again. 

“Here is a case which icnds to show that there is at 
least one doctor in Los Angeles who does not attach much 
importance to nasal respiration. Last Saturday evening my 
daughters brought home word that an acquaintance of 
theirs, a lady between 30 and 40 years of age, was ill with 
tonsilitis. Hearing that she was lying with her mouth open, 
early next morning | sent her one of the instruments | 
have spoken of, with my compliments and the assurance 
that it could do her no harm. She began using it at once, 
and | suppose she found it comforting, as she was still using 
it in the evening, when the doctor came. But the medicto 
no sooner caught sight of it than he ordered its use to be 
discontinued. The patient has had quite a hard time; 
both tonsils went on to suppuration, and later one began 
to harden again, and she has been delirious most of the 
time, at intervals. 

“| am not inclined to blame the doctors too severely for 
not advocating the use of things that may take the place 
of their services, but | do think that this one’ is censurable 
for stopping the use of an applicance to restore normal 
breathing, which surely could not harm the patient, and 
which evidently was causing her no discomfort. 

“Business reasons have brought me in contact with many 
medical men, and | have been surprised to find that the 
large majority of them have been cither ignorant or in- 
different in regard to nasal respiration. | cannot help be- 
lieving that the death rate in pneumonia, which is now 
causing alarm in the East, would be greatly diminished 
if the medical attendants concerned were better informed 
on this subject. As an original thinker, the average medico 
seems to me but little ahead of the average preacher, 
which is a serious matter in the case of men who are so 
often, in effect, arbiters between life and death. 

“Enlightenment on the subject of proper respiration is 
badly needed, and it is to suggest that the medical press 
chiefly take a more active part in spreading it that | write 
this letter.

GOOD word was recently said in this department 

for the practice of going barefoot, whenever oppor- 
tunity offers, especiaily for the young. The editor of this 
department is a great believer in the effiicacy of this 
means of promoting health. Here are some good remarks 
on the subject from the New York Press: 

“Contact with mother earth is the finest tonic. Every boy 
ought to be made to go barefooted until he reaches his tenth 
birthday. He will save his parents much worry. He will 
never have a cold. He wili never have corns or chil- 
blains on his feet. He wiil save $100 in shoes and $200 in 
stockings. He will improve mentally and physically, and 
turn out {o be an ornamental as well as useful member 
of society. Where do you suppose all these millionaires 
that came from the country got their hard sense, their 


strong physique, their magnificent staying qualities? Let 
me tell you; from contact. with mother carth. 
They went barefooted until they left the farm. 


walked in the cool furrows in plowing time, and waded 
in the branch, made mud cakes with their toes on the 
creek banks and raised dust in the big road with the hol- 
lows of their feet. 

“| know a little fellow in New York who never had a 
shoe on his foot till he started to school at the age of 9. 
His feet are models for an artist. They are big, broad, 
well arched, perfect. There has been no cramping of toes, 
and every one is as distinc! and individual as a finger. 
} The Board of Education decreed shoes. He had to put’ 
them on. For a month he could hardly walk. Now he 
is begging to go barefooted again. The moment school 
is out off go shoes and stockings, and he is temporarily 
happy. Other children, shod brutally from infancy, stare 
with amazement. This boy is a little giant. He never had 
@ cold until he put on shoes and stockings. His favorite 
sleeping place is on the floo;—that is, it was. He would 
drop down on the carpet, on the bare boards, on the stoop, 
on the hearth—any old place, and sleep day or night 
without a pain or ache. Since he put on shocs and 
stockings he is becoming like other children—whiney, 
peaked, churlish, subject to colds, sleeps poorly and has 
nightmares.

Look daily at the children that pass you on the 
yway to school. Many wear spectacles. Why? They have 
never come in contact with mother earth. They are bred 
in bricks and mortar and reared on asphalt. What hope 
for them? The loveliest women in the world, the strong- 
est mentally and physically, and at the same time the 
womaniliest, are the fine ladies of Brazil, who never wear 
a shoe or stockings in the privacy of home. The female

reading before you are able may result in many hours of 
privation in after life. The care of the eyes commences 
in early childhood, and an intelligent supervision by par- 
ents at this dependent period of life will go far towards 
insuring healthy eyes during the adult years. The at- 
tention of an infant should not be directed to objects held 
close to the face, and similar precautions should not be 
neglected as the child grows older, as it predisposes to 
short-sightedness and other evils. Children should, there- 
fore, be discouraged from playing with small objects, 
toys, etc., and from poring over story and picture books. 
They should be encouraged in out-door amusements and 
sporte, where the eyes during these developing periods 
of life can have wide range and free scope, and where the 
general physical health and development may take pre- 
cedence over ocular and intellectual labor. Eyes are not 
infrequently injared by exactions which would never be 
demanded of any other organ of the body, they evidently 
being regarded as untiring and exhaustless. This is es- 
pecially true after a physician has been consulted and 
glasses procured. People appear to consider that after 
this has been accomplished their ocular functions should 
have the strength and endurance of steel. It must never 
be forgotten that the eye is a delicate and complex organ, 
and. that while it is long suffering, its endurance has a 
limit, which, if too far, will rebel and precipitate 


the most direful consequences. The eye should, there-
